Town  Centres 

CONVENTION  ON  REDEVELOPMENT 

OVERALL  re-planning  of  town  centres 
with  "  attractive  and  accessible  "  shop- 
ping centres  as  one  of  the  main  objec- 
tives, was  advocated  by  speakers  at  the 
Convention  on  Town  Centre  Redevel- 
opment held  by  the  Institute  of  Muni- 
cipal Engineers  in  London  on  October 
12.  Sir  Herbert  Manzoni  (Birming- 
ham city  engineer  and  surveyor)  re- 
viewed the  changing  shape  of  city 
centres  and  the  planning  problems  in- 
volved. The  pattern  of  shopping,  he 
said,  was  changing  rapidly :  the  older 
form  of  lineal  shopping  streets  through- 
out an  urban  area  was  being  super- 
seded by  the  concentration  of  modern 
shopping  and  supermarkets  at  the 
older  village  centres.  Mr.  E.  C. 
Strathon  (a  chartered  surveyor)  pointed 
out  that  in  many  shopping  centres  it 
was  not  unusual  to  find  an  economic 
ratio  of  55  per  cent,  shopping  to  45 
per  cent,  storage,  whereas  a  modern 
shop  ratio  was  of  the  order  of  80  per 
cent,  sales  and  20  per  cent,  storage.  It 
would  be  "  sound  economy  and  good 
estate  management,"  he  said,  if  provi- 
sion were  made  for  covered  shopping 
precincts,  with  small  unit  shops  at 
rentals  of  £250  to  £350  per  annum. 

Toxicity  of  Plastics 

SECOND  REPORT  PUBLISHED 

THE  British  Plastics  Federation  has 
issued  a  second  toxicity  report  for  the 
guidance  of  manufacturers  of  plastic 
materials  (see  also  C.  &  D.,  February 
22,  1958,  p.  193).     The  aim  of  the 


Federation  is  to  provide  methods  of 
assessing  possible  toxic  hazards  that 
could  arise  by  elution  or  extraction  of 
toxic  ingredients  (e.g.  plasticisers  or 
stabilisers)  from  plastic  containers 
when  used  to  package  drugs  or  food- 
stuffs. The  report  points  out  that  the 
toxic  hazard  of  an  ingredient  of  a 
plastic  material  is  a  function  of  its 
chronic  toxicity  and  its  extractability 
under  service  conditions,  and  that  to 
assess  that  hazard,  extractability  tests 
must  be  performed  using  the  food- 
stuffs themselves  or  representative  ex- 
tractants  under  the  most  stringent  con- 
ditions likely  to  be  encountered  in 
practice.  The  Federation  has  assigned  a 
"  toxicity  factor "  to  a  range  of 
materials  in  an  appendix  to  their  re- 
port. The  list  is  not  exhaustive  and  is 
being  added  to  as  further  data  are  sub- 
mitted for  consideration  by  the  Federa- 
tion's panel  of  pharmacologists.  The 
factors  themselves  have  been  classified 
into  categories  of  reliability,  according 
to  the  amount  of  experimental  infor- 
mation at  present  available  on  each 
substance.  Copies  of  the  report  are 
available  from  the  British  Plastics 
Federation,  47  Piccadilly,  London,  W.l, 
price  (to  non-members)  30s. 

Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  STATISTICS 

RECENTLY  issued  Board  of  Trade 
figures    show   that   sales  of  chemists' 


goods  by  independent  retailers  were  5  6 
per  cent,  lower  in  August  than  in  July 
and  1-6  per  cent,  higher  than  in  August 
1961.  Multiple  retailers'  sales  were  1-5 
per  cent,  lower  in  August  compared 
with  July  but  5-9  per  cent,  higher  than  in 
August  1961.  Sales  by  Co-operative  So- 
cieties were  3-4  per  cent,  lower  than  in 
July  and  2-4  per  cent,  higher  than  in 
August  1961.  The  figures  do  not  allow 
for  receipts  under  the  National  Health 
Service. 

Birmingham  Analysts 

REPORT  FOR  SECOND  QUARTER  OF  1962 

FOOD  and  Drug  sampling  officers  sub- 
mitted 1,359  samples  for  analysis  to  the 
City  of  Birmingham  Public  Health  De- 
partment during  the  second  quarter  of 
this  year.  Among  the  products  ex- 
amined a  sample  of  "  corn  oil "  was 
found  to  consist  of  pure  arachis  oil. 
The  suppliers  expressed  their  regret  and 
immediately  replaced  stocks  with  the 
correct  material.  "  They  pointed  out 
that  the  error  must  have  been  one  of 
labelling  and  was  not  deliberate  substi- 
tution, as  arachis  oil  actually  costs  a 
little  more  than  corn  oil!  "  A  specimen 
bought  as  boracic  lint  was,  in  fact,  ordi- 
nary plain  lint.  As  the  sample  was 
clearly  labelled  to  that  effect,  no  fur- 
ther action  was  taken.  Stocks  of  ammo- 
niated  tincture  of  quinine  were  with- 
drawn from  sale  after  analysis  showed 
it  to  contain  only  0-56  per  cent,  of  am-

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monia.  (The  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  gives  limits  of  0-85-1-05  per  cent, 
for  the  ammonia  content.)  A  bottle  of 
household  ammonia  labelled  as  con- 
taining 8  per  cent,  ammonia  in  fact 
contained  only  2  per  cent.  The  phar- 
macist undertook  to  withdraw  faulty 
stock  from  sale  and  to  reduce  the 
amount  held  in  stock  at  any  particular 
time.  One  complaint  investigated  con- 
cerned anti-smoking  pills  suspected  of 
causing  eye  trouble.  Analysis  showed 
that  they  conformed  with  the  formula 
on  the  bottle.  Their  action,  states  the 
report,  "  was  probably  due  to  the 
astringency  of  the  metallic  salts  present 
which,  combined  with  the  tobacco 
smoke,  gave  a  horrible  taste  in  the 
mouth.  After  taking  several  tablets  it 
was  quite  feasible  that  nausea  and  irri- 
tation of  the  stomach  could  occur  with 
a  possible  side-effect  on  the  eyes." 

Physical  Pharmacy 

LECTURE  AT  BRUNSWICK  SQUARE 

A  SPECIAL  University  Lecture  on 
"  Physical  Pharmacy  "  was  given  at  the 
school  of  pharmacy,  University  of  Lon- 
don, on  October  4,  by  Professor  Takeru 
Higuchi,  Ph.D.  (professor  of  pharmacy 
and  pharmaceutical  industry,  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin,  U.S.A.).  He  was  in- 
troduced to  his  audience  by  Dr.  L. 
Saunders  (reader  in  pharmaceutical 
chemistry)  as  "  almost  the  father "  of 
the  subject.  Professor  Higuchi  said  he 
would  prefer  to  regard  his  title  as  being 
the  application  of  physical  chemistry  to 
pharmaceutical  systems.  He  would  deal, 
he  said,  with  three  examples  of  the 
application  of  the  subject,  namely  to 
an  equilibrium  situation,  to  reaction 
kinetics  and  to  physical  kinetics.  He 
proceeded  to  do  so  by  means  of  a 
succession  of  slides,  each  of  which  he 
discussed  in  some  detail.  One  pheno- 
menon that  was  explained  by  the  appli- 
cation of  the  principles  of  the  subject 
was  why  a  slight  change  in  a  certain 
part  of  the  molecular  might  turn  a  peni- 
cillin from  an  active  into  a  relatively 
ineffective  therapeutic  agent. 

Progress  against  T.B. 

ECONOMIC  FACTS  MARSHALLED 

"  PROGRESS  Against  Tuberculosis  "  is 
the  title  of  the  first  paper  to  be  pub- 
lished by  a  new  organisation,  the  Office 
of  Health  Economics,  Mercury  House, 
Knightsbridge,  London,  S.W.7  (price 
2s.).  The  O.H.E.  was  founded  by  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry  to  investigate  the  economic 
aspects  of  medical  care  and  other  health 
and  social  problems.  The  paper  fore- 
casts the  disappearance  of  tuberculosis 
as  a  cause  of  death  in  Britain  by  1975 
if  present  trends  continue  and  if  there 
is  no  relaxation  of  the  two-pronged 
curative  and  preventive  attack  on  the 
disease.  In  the  preface.  Professor  Der- 
rick Dunlop  (department  of  therapeu- 
tics and  clinical  medicine,  Edinburgh 
University)  points  out  the  economic 
benefit  to  England  and  Wales  resulting 
from  the  use  of  the  antituberculous 
drugs  alone  is  approximately  £55  mil- 
lions a  year,  or  more  than  half  the 
cost  of  the  expenditure  of  the  National 
Health  Service  on  all  drugs  to  treat  all 
disease.

McMillen  presented  a  film  of  the  pre- 
vious conference  (taken  by  Mr.  W.  H. 
Boyd).  On  Saturday  afternoon  a 
mixed  bowling  match  was  organised 
by  Mr.  S.  Magowan  (secretary,  U.C.A. 
Bowling  Association).  Results.-  Ladies' 
competition,  1,  Mrs.  W.  J.  W.  Craw- 
ford; 2,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Brown;  consolation, 
Mrs.  W.  J.  Moffett.  Gentlemen's  com- 
petition, 1,  W.  McConnell;  2,  N.  C. 
Cooper;  consolation,  I.  McKibbin. 
The  prizes  were  presented  by  Mrs.  J. 
Paul.  On  Saturday  morning  there  was 
a  discussion  about  the  Association's 
marketing  policy  and  it  was  agreed  to 
recommend  that  a  special  committee 
be  established  to  consider  new  prepara- 
tions under  three  headings:  1,  Is  the 
product  good?  2,  Does  it  carry  a  reas- 
onable profit  margin?  and  3,  Does  the 
manufacturer  support  the  chemist?  It 
was  further  recommended  that  more 
information  concerning  such  products 
should  be  issued  regularly  to  members 
and  direct  contact  maintained  by  visits 
to  the  local  associations  by  an  action 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
At  the  main  Sunday  afternoon  meeting 
Mr.  D.  H.  Templeton,  F.C.A.,  gave  a 
talk  on  "  Problems  of  the  small  busi- 
ness," in  which  he  considered  such 
subjects  as  forming  a  small  business, 
records,  annual  accounts,  credit  con- 
trol, and  sales  display.  The  second  part 
of  the  programme  was  a  brains  trust, 
questions  being  dealt  with  by  Messrs. 
N.  C.  Cooper,  H.  W.  Gamble,  A.  N. 
Lovesy,  and  W.  J.  Moffett,  The 
question  master  was  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd. 

OCTOBER  EXECUTIVE  MEETING 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'

AUTUMN  MEETING  AT  SALTHILL 

THE  Autumn  meeting  of  the  West  of 
Ireland  Chemists'  Association  was  held 
at  Salthill,  Galway,  on  September  30, 
with  Mr.  Frank  McAnena,  Ballagha- 
dereen,  in  the  chair.  Representing  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  were 
the  [then]  treasurer  (Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly) 
and  registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman).  The 
Irish  Drug  Association  was  represented 
by  Mr.  H.  W.  Ferguson  (vice-presi- 
dent), and  the  secretary  (Mr.  B.  R. 
Smith).  Thirty  members  from  the  five 
western  counties  attended.  The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected  for  the  coming 
year:  Chairman,  P.  Cassidy,  Balla; 
Vice-chairman,  O.  Flannery,  Tubber- 
curry;  Secretaries,  B.  McGoldrick,  Gal- 
way, and  P.  Kilgarriff,  Tuam;  Treas- 
urer, J.  Henaghan,  Castlebar.  A  vote 
of  congratulation  was  passed  to  Pro- 
fessor R.  F.  Timoney  on  his  recent 
appointment  to  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy

The  meeting  generally  considered  the 
Council's  attitude  "  reasonable,"  but 
one  member  thought  the  Council 
should  consider  the  possibility  of  re- 
ducing retention  fees  for  married 
women  not  practising  pharmacy,  but 
prepared  to  do  locum  duty.

INTERVIEW  ON  RADIO  EIREANN 

MR.  Michael  Costello,  who  represen- 
ted the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land at  the  recent  Vienna  meeting  of 
the  International  Pharmaceutical  Feder- 
ation, spoke  about  the  Congress  in  an 
interview  on  Radio  Eireann  on  October 
8.  He  told  listeners  about  its  origins, 
its  mission  of  assuring  respect  for  phar- 
maceutical practice  while  assuring  pro- 
fessional morality  and  independence, 
and  announced  that  the  Federation's 
Council  had  been  invited  to  meet  in 
Dublin  in  1965.

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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

The  September  retail  price  index  was 
119-3,  compared  with  119-4  in  August 
(lanuary  1956=100). 

Mr.  T.  Williams  has  been  elected 
President  of  the  Fertiliser  Manufac- 
turers' Association,  and  Mr.  J.  Crozier. 
Vice-president. 

The  Chief  Constable  of  Oxford  has 
appealed  to  retail  pharmacists  in  the 
city  to  restrict  the  sale  of  chemicals 
liable  to  be  used  in  home-made  bombs. 

The  National  Health  Service  (Medi- 
cal Auxiliaries)  Regulations  1962  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  threepence)  add 
registration  under  the  Professions  Sup- 
plementary to  Medicine  Act,  1960,  to 
the  alternative  qualifications  for  em- 
ployment as  a  medical  auxiliary  under 
the  National  Health  Service. 

The  loint  Committee  on  Poliomye- 
litis Vaccine  has  advised  the  Ministry 
of  Health  that  the  use  of  oral  Sabin 
vaccine  should  continue.  The  commit- 
tee made  its  recommendation  after 
reviewing  the  use  of  the  vaccine  so  far 
this  year  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Can- 
ada, the  United  States  and  various 
European  countries. 

The  Fire  Protection  Association, 
Aldermary  House,  Queen  Street,  Lon- 
don, E.C.4,  has  published  a  revised  edi- 
tion of  "  First  Aid  Fire  Extinguishing 
Equipment."  The  pamphlet  gives  the 
merits  of  various  extinguishing  agents 
against  different  types  of  fire,  the  num- 
bers of  extinguishers  required  for  gen- 
eral protection  of  premises,  and  the 
specialist  types  for  flammable  liquids.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

No  clear-cut  difference 

The  joint  area  meeting  at  Durham  of  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  must  have  occasioned 
some  wonder  in  the  minds  of  those  who  attended,  in  so  far  as  the  crisis  of 
a  year  ago  was  concerned  (p.  405).  Mr.  J.  Wright  (secretary  of  the  N.P.U.), 
in  answering  a  question,  referred  to  the  statement  published  by  the  Boots 
organisation  in  the  Financial  Times  of  October  31,  1961.  That  statement 
preceded  by  only  a  few  days  an  area  meeting  of  the  N.P.U.  held  at  Worth- 
ing on  November  5.  Mr.  Wright  read  that  statement  to  the  Worthing 
meeting,  describing  the  policy  of  the  Boots  organisation  and  the  contrac- 
tors' claim,  in  which  it  was  stated  that,  despite  the  cuts,  the  organisation 
regarded  the  interests  of  its  customers  as  paramount  and  that  they  were 
not  prepared  to  withdraw  from  the  National  Health  Service.  Mr.  Wright 
went  on  to  tell  the  Worthing  meeting  that  representatives  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  had  met  the  Co-operative  Union,  who  had  stated  that  they 
could  not  support  withdrawal  from  the  service,  either  partial  or  complete. 
"  What,  in  those  circumstances,"  asked  Mr.  Wright,  "  was  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  to  do?  "  (C.  &  D.,  November  11,  1961,  p.  521).  Now  at 
Durham,  Mr.  Wright  tells  a  meeting  on  September  26,  1962,  that  the  state- 
ment in  the  Financial  Times  at  the  time  of  the  threatened  withdrawal  had 
not  represented  a  clear-cut  difference  with  the  N.P.U. ,  for  he  was  con- 
vinced that  many  private  chemists  would,  for  economic  or  professional 
reasons,  not  have  withdrawn.  That  seems  to  put  the  whole  matter  into  a 
different  light,  and  it  leaves  one  with  the  impression  that  what  he  calls  the 
"  threatened  withdrawal  "  was  never  intended  to  be  taken  seriously.  If  there 
was  no  clear-cut  difference  between  the  statement  in  the  Financial  Times 
and  the  policy  of  the  N.P.U.,  then  Mr.  Wright's  statement  at  Worthing  last 
year  must  leave  some  doubts  in  the  minds  of  contractors  as  to  whether  they 
were  misled  on  that  occasion.  If  progress  is  to  be  made,  it  has  to  be  on 
the  basis  of  hard  facts,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  emerge  from 
the  present  inquiry. 

Evolution 

The  third  British  Congress  on  the  History  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy 
held  in  London,  September  26-28,  was  valuable  for  the  contributions  of 
the  several  speakers  on  the  growth  of  medical  care  over  the  centuries.  The 
work  of  the  early  church  in  the  healing  art  laid  the  foundations  for  our 
present  system  of  hospitals,  evolved  over  the  years  and,  but  for  the  chari- 
table and  enlightened  outlook  of  our  ancestors,  little  medical  care  would 
have  been  available  for  the  poor.  It  is  highly  likely  that  much  of  our 
early  medicine  gained  from  the  fact  that  the  care  of  the  sick  was  under- 
taken by  the  monasteries,  for  there  was  considerable  coming  and  going 
between  the  countries  of  Europe,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  treatments 
would  be  greatly  influenced  by  monks  coming  to  Britain  from  the  Con- 
tinent. The  contribution  of  Sir  Zachary  Cope  on  the  dispensary  movement 
was  also  of  the  greatest  interest,  for  medical  care,  limited  only  by  the  finan- 
cial resources  of  the  dispensaries  and  of  those  who  attended  them,  was 
made  available  to  people  who  could  not  afford  to  call  in  a  doctor.  It  seems 
strange  that  many  of  our  younger  pharmacists  have  no  knowledge  of  such 
institutions,  for  the  National  Health  Service  rendered  their  existence  un- 
necessary. I  have  seen  odd  copies  of  formularies  issued  by  dispensaries. 
I  wonder  if  a  collection  of  those  now  historical  documents  has  been  made? 

Forged  prescriptions 

From  time  to  time  we  read  of  prescriptions,  issued  under  National 
Health  Service  auspices,  being  altered  by  the  patient  so  as  to  obtain  larger 
quantities  of  drugs  than  had  been  ordered.  1  notice  an  increasing  tendency 
to  order  odd  quantities  of  tablets — quite  understandable  if  a  course  of 
specified  duration  is  required — but  that  makes  the  deceiver's  task  easier 
than  it  was  when  dozens,  or  multiples  thereof,  were  the  rule.  Roman  figures 
are  not  so  simply  changed,  and  their  use  might  prevent  the  trouble. 
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RESOLUTIONS  calling  for  better  liai- 
son between  N.P.U.  branches  and  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees;  for  a  more 
realistic  J.I.C.  scale  of  salaries  for  phar- 
macists; and  for  "  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed '*  to  be  substituted  for  "  N.H.s. 
prescriptions  dispensed  "  as  the  per- 
mitted wording  under  section  (f)  of  the 
report  on  the  General  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy were  passed  at  an  area  meeting 
of  the  Union  held  at  Torquay  on  Octo- 
ber 14. 

Eighty  members  from  the  counties  of 
Cornwall,  Devon,  Dorset  and  Somer- 
set attended  the  meeting.  After  a  wel- 
come had  been  given  by  Mr.  A.  E. 
Chapman  (chairman,  Torquay  Branch) 
to  those  attending,  Mr.  C.  H.  Smith 
(N.P.U.  vice-chairman)  who  presided  in 
the  absence  through  illness  of  Mr.  C. 
Orrell  (chairman),  said  the  situation  in 
pharmacy  was  at  a  vital  stage.  An  in- 
quiry of  new  type  was  in  progress;  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  seeking 
representation  on  the  Contractors'  Com- 
mittee; the  issue  of  limitation  of  phar- 
macies had  been  raised  in  the  report 
on  General  Practice  of  Pharmacy;  resale 
price  maintenance  might  disappear,  and 
if  it  did,  what  would  happen?;  there 
was  "  poaching  "  of  pharmacists'  sales 
by  unqualified  and  cut-price  traders: 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  pro- 
posed scale  of  fees  for  professional  ser- 
vices was  overdue. 

N.H.S.  Matters 

Reporting  on  "  N.H.S.  Matters,"  Mr. 
H.  G.  Moss  (chairman,  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee)  disclosed  that  he  was  re- 
turning to  his  native  heath  in  speaking 
at  Torquay.  He  gave  a  brief  summary 
of  events  leading  to  the  present  state  of 
negotiations  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
(February  1961:   first  proposal  of  a 
differential  oncost  turned  down  out  of 
hand  by  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee; 
almost  simultaneous  increase  of  the  pre- 
scription levy  from   Is.  to  2s.;  June 
1961:    Conference   of  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  representatives  in  London, 
with  its  outcome  the  first  claim  for  a 
professional  fee  of  2s.,  with  oncost  still 
at  25  per  cent.;  September  1961 :  claim 
refused   by  the   Ministry;  differential 
again    proposed    and    again  rejected; 
October    1961 :    differential  imposed 
"after  consultation";  November  1961: 
differential  in  force;  agreement  by  the 
Ministry  to  hear  representations  in  re- 
spect of  the  claim  for  a  professional 
fee;  need  made  obvious  of  a  new  in- 
quiry into  the  cost  to  pharmacists  of 
operating    a    pharmaceutical  service; 
November  1961:  first  contact  by  the 
Central  Committee  with  Associated  In- 
dustrial   Consultants;    March  1962: 
A. I.C.  able  to  assess  test  investigations 
at  pharmacies  and  able  to  make  pro- 
posals: April  1962:  first  detailed  pro- 
posals for  new  inquiry  put  to  Ministry: 
May  1962:  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
conference  resolution  to  proceed  with 
negotiations  and  call  for  further  con- 
ference in  October  if  necessary;  July 
1962:   Ministry's  acceptance  in  princi- 
ple of  an  inquiry  based  on  a  sample  of 


210  pharmacies;  September  1962:  final 
acceptance  of  the  inquiry). 

The  inquiry,  said  Mr.  Moss,  involved 
"  activity  sampling "  at  a  number  of 
centres  over  the  country,  Torquay 
among  them.  Two  observers  (one  ap- 
pointed by  Central  N.H.S.  Committee 
and  one  by  the  Ministry)  would  attend 
a  pharmacy  for  a  day  and  record  the 
activities  from  opening  to  closing.  Seven 
pairs  operating  for  five  weeks  would 
cover  the  210  pharmacies  by  the  second 
week  in  November.  The  chemists  con- 
cerned would  each  be  asked  to  send 
direct  to  the  consultants  under  seal  of 
confidence  a  form  giving  information 
about  salaries  paid  to  managers;  and  to 
have  another  form  completed  by  their 
accountants.  Each  contributing  phar- 
macist and  each  accountant  would  re- 
ceive a  fee  from  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee.  The  resulting  information 
was  expected  to  be  complete  by  the 
spring  of  1963.  Then  work  would  be 
started  on  further  negotiations,  in  which 
provision  would  be  made  to  claim  a 
reasonable  salary  for  the  pharmacist, 
plus  profit  on  cost  of  goods  and  fee. 

The  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  was 
continuing  to  stress  that  the  cut  in  on- 
cost on  trusses  and  elastic  hosiery  had 
been  unjustly  imposed.  Discussions  had 
taken  place  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  the  Society's  claim  to  an  in- 
terest in  the  Committee's  negotiations. 
The  N.P.U.  referendum  on  the  subject 
had  shown  that  75  per  cent,  of  contrac- 
tors preferred  the  present  basis  of  nego- 
tiation, 23  per  cent,  considering  that  the 
Society  should  be  represented.  Mr. 
Moss  was  confident  that  an  accommo- 
dation with  the  Society  would  eventu- 
ally be  reached.  A  meeting  was  about 
to  take  place  with  the  representatives 
of  the  company  chemists  and  the  Co- 
operative Union,  and  he  believed  the 
result  would  be  closer  unity. 

Questions 

Mr.  A.  C.  Blackburn,  Yeovil,  was 
told  that  not  all  of  the  210  chemists 
had  yet  been  notified  that  they  were  to 
take  part  in  the  inquiry,  and  Mr. 
Smith,  Exeter,  that  the  number  of  com- 
pany and  Co-operative  pharmacies 
taking  part  in  the  inquiry  was  known 
only  to  the  Ministry  and  the  consul- 
tants, but  Mr.  Wright  was  happy  that 
their  representation  was  on  a  strictly 
proportional  basis.  Mr.  R.  C.  Crisp, 
Exeter,  who  asked  why  the  long  delay 
between  the  "  activity  sampling  "  and  the 
results  of  the  inquiry  (spring  1963),  was 
told  that  it  arose  from  the  accountancy 
reports,  which  were  based  on  financial 
years  ending  at  various  dates  to  Decem- 
ber 1962. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Wadge,  Plymouth,  was 
perturbed  that  no  efforts  were  being 
made  to  arouse  public  sympathy  for 
the  contractor's  point  of  view.  It  was 
put  to  him  that,  if  such  publicity  were 
decided  on,  it  should  be  at  the  final 
stage  of  the  inquiry. 

Mr.  H.  T.  Franks,  Torquay,  called 
for  toughness  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
tractors'  negotiators,  and   Mr.  K.  L. 


Hardwick,  Bideford  said  that  "  teeth  " 
in  the  claim  could  only  be  provided  if 
there  were  a  united  front  with  salaried 
pharmacists.  Mr.  H.  Holmes,  Torquay, 
was  concerned  at  the  time  lag  between 
analysing  the  statistics  and  arriving  at 
the  decisions.  Was  the  Committee 
arriving  at  a  means  of  future  adjust- 
ments of  remuneration  according  to  cir- 
cumstances? Mr.  Moss  said  that  that 
consideration  had  been  much  in  the 
minds  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee 
and  was  in  part  responsible  for  thel 
style  of  the  new  inquiry. 

By  vote  of  the  meeting,  a  resolution! 
on  the  agenda  paper  calling  on  thel 
Committee  to  plan  to  meet  the  threat  of  I 
a  further  cut  in  remuneration  wasl 
"  allowed  to  lie  on  the  table,"  Mr.  J.  I 
Wright  having  said  that  he  knew  of  I 
no  such  threat. 

Marketing  Policy 

After  Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  (chair- 1 
man.  Marketing  Policy  Committee)  hadl 
outlined  the  policies  and  activities  of  I 
the  Committee,  including  the  shop  mod- 1 
ernisation  project,  Mr.  R.  F.  Mitchell,  I 
Exmouth,  moved  a  resolution  "  That  it  I 
is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  no  I 
new  products  should  be  sponsored  until  I 
the  approval  of  members  had  been  ob- 1 
tained."  Mr.  P.  M.  Smith,  Exeter,  I 
seconded.  Mr.  E.  C.  Burrow,  Ply- 1 
mouth,  said  that  opinions  would  fori 
ever  differ  on  what  products  the  Na- 1 
tional  Pharmaceutical  Union  should  I 
sponsor  and  it  was  more  important  that  I 
the  public  should  be  persuaded  that  I 
"  Medicines  from  Chemists  "  was  the  I 
proper  policy.  The  motion  was  carried.  1 

Mr.  Holmes  complained  that  the  1 
Marketing  Policy  Committee  had  given  1 
too  little  consideration  to  policy.  One 
result  was  that  many  chemists  were  not 
educated  to  ask  manufacturers  what 
margins  they  offered.  He  urged  the 
committee  to  circulate  information 
about  manufacturers'  margins.  He 
thought  the  Committee  was  on  the 
wrong  tack  in  seeking  "  universal  "  lines 
for  chemists  to  sell.  Diversity  benefited 
the  private  trader. 

Mr.  David's  reply  was  that  the 
Committee's  policy  was  to  enable  chem- 
ists to  sell.  It  was  the  job  of  the  indi- 
vidual to  find  out  the  margin  of  profit 
on  the  goods  he  was  handling. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Hendra,  Truro,  said  the 
Committee  assumed  in  young  pharma- 
cists a  knowledge  of  buying  that  did 
not  in  fact  exist. 

The  resolution  was  carried. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Bond  (N.P.U.  Executive 
member  representing  the  area  covered 
by  the  meeting)  gave  a  report  on  mis- 
cellaneous business  matters.  He  recalled 
the  circumstances  of  establishment  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to 
show  that  "  the  two  Squares  "  were  not 
at  loggerheads  but  that  the  N.P.U.  was 
a  "  logical  and  legitimate  offspring  "  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

In  this  section  of  the  meeting  the 
three  resolutions  mentioned  in  the  open- 
ing paragraph  of  this  report  were  put 
and  carried. 
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Mr.  J.  Wright  pointed  out  the  need 
to  go  through  the  report  on  the  General 
Practice  of  Pharmacy  "  with  a  fine- 
tooth  comb  "  to  eliminate  such  anoma- 
lies as  the  proposed  non-allowance  of 
announcements  that  "  private  "  dispens- 
ing was  undertaken  at  the  pharmacy. 
Mr.  Hendra,  Truro,  said  that  a  watch 
should  also  be  kept  on  pronouncements 
by  officals  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  such  as  that  continental  phar- 
maceutical practice  was  more  in  accord 
with  the  aspirations  of  British  phar- 


macists than  their  own  present  system. 

Official  N.P.U.  policy  on  how  to  deal 
with  prescriptions  marked  "  N.P."  [that 
where  the  doctor  observes  the  recom- 
mendation by  the  Joint  Formulary 
Committee  (i.e.,  writes  the  name  he 
wishes  to  appear  on  the  dispensing 
label  with  the  directions  for  use  on  his 
prescription)  the  pharmacist  may  pro- 
perly write  the  name  on  the  dispensing 
label.  No  extension  of  the  practice  is 
approved]  was  reaffirmed  by  Mr.  J. 
Wright.  Mr.  H.  G.  Moss  said  that  the 


Executive  Councils  Association  had 
only  the  previous  week  defeated  a  re- 
solution urging  a  contrary  policy. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Lovell,  Somerset,  drew 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  meeting 
was  the  last  that  would  be  organised  in 
the  area  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp,  who 
would  be  retiring  in  March  1963.  Mr. 
Kemp  had  been  "  a  tower  of  strength," 
and  merited  the  thanks  of  all  N.P.U. 
members.  He  hoped  the  Executive 
would  consider  organising  a  presenta- 
tion to  him. 


Central  Sterile  Supply  Department 

INTERIM  REPORT  BY  HEALTH  SERVICES  COUNCIL  COMMITTEE 


"  I  FEEL  that  in  passing  over  the  ser- 
vices the  pharmacist  can  offer,  the 
Committee  is  doing  less  than  justice  to 
the  best  organisation  of  Central  Sterile 
Supply  Departments  and  to  those  phar- 
macists who  have  taken  or  would  be 
willing  to  take  a  special  interest  in  this 
branch  of  their  work."  That  paragraph 
appears  in  a  reservation  by  Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger  (chief  pharmacist,  Westmin- 
ster Hospital,  London,  and  a  member 
of  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety) 'mat  is  included  in  the  interim 
report  prepared  by  a  joint  committee 
of  the  Central  and  Scottish  Health  Ser- 
vices Councils  on  central  sterile  supply 
departments  in  National  Health  Service 
hospitals.  Paragraph  6  of  the  report 
states  that  the  clinical  responsibility  for 
a  C.S.S.D.  should  rest  "  with  a  suitably 
qualified  member  of  the  consultant 
staff,"  and  in  an  explanation  the  com- 
mittee state : — ■ 

We  wish  to  emphasise  the  distinction 
between  overall  clinical  responsibility  to 
the  hospital  authority  and  professional 
staff  for  the  sterility  and  general  suit- 
ability of  a  C.S.S.D.'s  products,  and  day- 
to-day  responsibility  for  the  department's 
management.  The  former  must  clearly 
fall  upon  somebody  of  the  highest  pro- 
fessional qualifications,  and  the  consul- 
tant bacteriologist  comes  naturally  to 
mind.  Pharmacists  also  possess  the  quali- 
fications required,  but  we  think  that 
what  may  be  called  the  C.S.S.D.  point  of 
view  needs  to  be  represented  to  medical 
men  by  a  medical  man,  and  similarly 
that  a  medical  man  is  needed  to  explain 
the  views  and  requirements  of  the  medi- 
cal staff  to  the  C.S.S.D.  management. 
We  therefore  consider  it  essential  that 
the  overall  clinical  responsibility  for  the 
C.S.S.D.  should  rest  with  a  member  of 
the  consultant  staff,  though  there  may 
well  be  a  place  for  a  C.S.S.D.  commit- 
tee, including  a  pharmacist  and  a  senior 
nurse. 

Mr.  Grainger  stresses  in  his  reserva- 
tion that  the  report  has  left  the  phar- 
macist in  an  equivocal  position.  It  ad- 
mits that  the  pharmacist  has  the  neces- 
sary professional  and  technical  know- 
ledge for  the  direction  of  the  work  of 
C.S.S.D.'s  but  claims  that,  because  of 
clinical  considerations,  overall  responsi- 
bility should  rest  with  a  member  of  the 
consultant  staff — "  presumably  the  bac- 
teriologist." Mr.  Grainger  writes:  In- 
sufficient emphasis  has  been  placed  on 
the  need  for  sound  technical  knowledge 
of  the  processes  of  sterilisation,  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  appara- 


tus used,  and  the  dealing  with  technical 
problems  arising  in  day-to-day  practice. 
This  is  a  field  in  which  the  pharmacist 
is  specifically  and  highly  trained  to  a 
degree  not  existing  at  present  in  any 
other  professional  curriculum,  as  may 
be  clearly  seen  by  an  examination  of  the 
requirements  for  degrees  in  pharmacy 
of  any  British  university  or  of  the  regis- 
tration qualification  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society.  Moreover,  hospital  phar- 
macists have  for  many  years  successfully 
operated  laboratories  for  the  production 
of  sterile  fluids,  and  are  accustomed  to 
the  factory  principles  involved  in  pro- 
ducing them  in  large  quantities.  The 
pharmacist  has  also  been  able  success- 
fully to  advise  and  consult  with  medical 
and  nursing  staff  on  all  matters  relating 
to  the  use  of  the  materials  he  prepares, 
and  it  is  not  evident  that  the  problems 
arising  from  C.S.S.D.'s  would  present 
any  greater  difficulties. 

Co-operation  and  Liaison 

Clearly  there  is  an  advantage  in  hav- 
ing close  co-operation  between  the  phar- 
macist and  the  clinical  staff,  and  this 
could  well  be  channelled  through  either 
the  consultant-bacteriologist  or  a  sur- 
geon on  the  directorate  of  the  C.S.S.D. 
without  excluding  the  pharmacist  from 
the  opportunity  of  taking  on  the  direc- 
torship. 

The  Committee  has  not  yet  comple- 
ted its  consideration  of  the  subject  but, 
as  many  new  hospitals  were  being 
planned,  it  was  thought  desirable  to 
present  an  interim  report.  The  Commit- 
tee found  some  diversity  in  the  range  of 
articles  supplied  by  C.S.S.D.'s  and  noted 
that  sterile  disposable  equipment  was 
being  marketed  in  increased  quantities. 
The  extent  to  w^ich  such  equipment 
and  materials  mignt  be  used  needed  to 
be  considered  in  planning  a  C.S.S.D.  It 
was  noted  that  sterile  fluids  were  gen- 
erally produced  in  the  pharmacy  and 
not  in  the  C.S.S.D.,  though  some 
C.S.S.D.'s  provide  supplies  of  sterile 
water.  Arrangements  for  staffing  de- 
partments generally  followed  a  similar 
pattern,  and  overall  control  was  some- 
times vested  in  a  committee,  but  more 
commonly  in  the  bacteriologist  alone, 
with  the  day-to-day  running  of  the  de- 
partment in  the  hands  of  a  superinten- 
dent who  was  usually  supported  by  a 
deputy. 

All  existing  departments,  and — so  far 
as  members  of  the  committee  were 
aware — all  those  planned,  sterilised  all 
articles  except  syringes,  needles  and 


occasionally  some  simple  instruments 
by  high-pressure  steam.  Dry  heat,  pro- 
vided by  hot-air  ovens  or  infra-red 
conveyor  ovens,  was  used  for  syringes. 
It  was  far  from  certain  that  sterilisation 
by  gamma  radiation  could  conveniently 
or  economically  be  used  in  hospitals, 
and  the  Committee  did  not  consider  it 
further  in  the  interim  report.  The  fol- 
lowing principles  are  set  out  in  the 
report  for  the  guidance  of  those  who 
have  to  plan  and  organise  C.S.S.D.'s. 

1.  As  far  as  possible  all  sterilising, 
other  than  of  theatre  instruments,  should 
be  carried  out  in  C.S.S.D.'s  and  not  in 
hospital  wards. 

2.  C.S.S.D.'s  should  be  organised  on 
industrial  lines. 

3.  They  should  not  be  of  a  makeshift 
kind  but  in  properly  designed  or  adap- 
ted buildings  with  appropriate  equipment 
installed  with  due  regard  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  work  study  and  with  provision 
for  flexibility  to  allow  for  future  changes 
in  the  pattern  of  work. 

4.  A  C.S.S.D.  should  serve  an  area 
large  enough  to  employ  its  staff  and 
equipment  to  full  capacity,  but  not  so 
large  that  the  service  became  impersonal 
and  contact  with  the  user  was  lost. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  in  a  note  to 
Regional  Hospital  Boards,  Hospital 
Management  Committees  and  Boards  of 
Governors  that  accompanies  the  Com- 
mittee's interim  report,  refers  to  the 
suggestion  that,  so  far  as  possible,  all 
sterilising,  other  than  of  theatre  in- 
struments, should  be  done  in  a  C.S.S.D. 
and  not  on  the  wards,  and  adds  "  The 
Minister  reads  this  recommendation  as 
not  intended  to  affect  the  responsibility 
of  the  pharmaceutical  department  for 
the  sterile  products  which  it  manufac- 
tures or  prepares."  The  Ministry  sup- 
ports the  recommendation  that  the 
general  clinical  responsibility  for  a 
C.S.S.D.  should  rest  with  a  consultant, 
"  who  will  usually  be  a  bacteriologist  " 
and  adds  "  some  hospital  authorities 
may  wish  to  establish  a  C.S.S.D.  com- 
mittee including  a  pharmacist  and  a 
senior  nurse."  Until  properly  designed 
C.S.S.D.'s  are  available,  the  Ministry 
suggests  that  hospital  authorities  will 
wish  to  consider  interim  arrangements 
to  sterilise  in  main  autoclaves  as  many 
as  possible  of  the  standard  dressing 
packs  and  instruments  and  utensils  that 
are  required  in  wards  and  out-patient 
and  casualty  departments.  The  Minis- 
try's final  note  is  "  the  sooner  local 
boiling  sterilisers  are  got  rid  of,  the 
better." 
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Drugs  Obtained  by  Fraud 

At  Glasgow  sheriff  summary  court  on 
October  2,  Janet  King  or  Wilkinson, 
Fairfield  Street,  Glasgow,  pleaded  guilty 
to  four  charges  of  obtaining  drugs  by 
fraud.  She  was  fined  £5  or  thirty 
days'  imprisonment.  The  fiscal  told  the 
court  that  between  August  2  and  Sep- 
tember 10  the  accused  had  called  on 
doctors  on  four  different  occasions, 
pretending  to  be  a  temporary  resident 
in  need  of  treatment.  In  each  case  she 
had  obtained  N.H.S.  prescriptions  for 
Drinamyl  and  Sparine  tablets.  The 
offences  were  discovered  when  the 
EC  19  forms  were  being  checked  by 
the  Executive  Council  for  Glasgow. 

"  Going  for  Drugs  " 

An  unemployed  Canadian,  Roderick 
Maher,  of  no  fixed  address,  was  sen- 
tenced to  six  months'  imprisonment  by 
the  Clerkenwell  magistrate,  on  October 
8,  after  pleading  guilty  to  breaking  and 
entering  the  premises  of  Savory  & 
Moore,  Ltd.,  75  New  Cavendish  Street, 
London,  W.l,  on  September  15,  and 
stealing  8s.  cash  and  a  bottle  of  perfume 
valued  at  £2  0s.  6d.  Maher,  said  by 
police  to  be  a  self-confessed  drug  ad- 
dict, told  the  magistrate  from  the  dock: 
"I  was  desperate.  I  was  going  for  drugs." 
A  police  officer  said  that,  at  9.25  p.m.  on 
September  15,  police  noted  a  window 
of  the  shop  had  been  broken,  and  the 
defendant  was  shortly  afterwards 
found  to  be  inside  the  premises.  Maher 
was  said  by  police  to  have  seven  pre- 
vious convictions,  all  in  Canada,  chiefly 
for  unlawful  possession  of  drugs. 

Conditionally  Discharged 

A  driver,  Henry  Abrahams,  131  Gra- 
ham Road,  London,  E.8,  was  discharged 
conditionally  for  twelve  months  at  Old 
Street  magistrates'  court  on  October  8 
on  remand  charges,  to  which  he  had 
pleaded  guilty,  of  attempting  to  obtain 
100  Preludin  tablets  by  false  pretences 
from  Mr.  Myer  Land,  M.P.S.,  at  448 
Kingsland  Road,  E.8,  on  September  25, 
and  of  stealing  a  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescription  form,  the  property  of 
the  London  Executive  Council.  He  was 
ordered  to  pay  £3  costs.  At  the  previous 
hearing,  detective-constable  R.  Robin- 
son said  that  a  prescription  form  was 
handed   to   a  chemist  by  Abrahams' 
wife  but  the  chemist  "  did  not  like  the 
look  of  it "  and  telephoned  the  police. 
Mrs.  Abrahams  said  she  had  got  the 
form  from  her  husband,  and  when  he 
was  seen  later  in  the  day  he  said  he 
had  found  it  in  the  street  and  had  asked 
his  wife  to  "  cash  "  it,  saying  it  was  for 
a  friend. 

Altered  Prescription 

A  woman  who  had  pleaded  guilty  to 
trying  to  get  100  Dexedrine  tablets  by 
false  pretences  had  admitted  in  a  state- 
ment that  she  had  been  getting  those 
tablets  in  that  way  for  the  past  ten 
months,  the  Clerkenwell,  London, 
magistrate  was  told  on  October  3.  Doro- 
thy Goldman,  78  Barnsbury  Road,  N.l, 
was  remanded  in  custody  until  October 
17  A  policeman  said  he  was  called  to  a 
branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  at  31  High 
Street,  N.l,  after  the  defendant  had 
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handed  in  at  the  counter  a  prescrip- 
tion which  had  been  altered.  "  She  had 
given  a  false  name  and  address  to  a 
doctor,  who  had  given  her  a  prescrip- 
tion for  twenty  tablets,  and  she  had 
changed  it  to  100,"  he  said.  Later,  in  a 
statement,  the  defendant  said  she  had 
been  altering  prescriptions  since  early 
in  the  year,  when  the  doctor  who  had 
been  treating  her  for  nine  years  had 
refused  to  let  her  have  any  more  tab- 
lets, which  she  had  been  taking  for  slim- 
ming purposes.  "  I  used  to  go  along  to 
the  doctor,  tell  him  I  had  lost  my  medi- 
cal card  and  had  just  moved  to  the 
area,"  the  statement  said.  "  I  gave  a 
false  name,  and  a  false  name  for  my 
last  doctor,  and  an  address  in  the  area." 
"  When  these  details  were  checked  with 
the  authorities,  she  was  found  to  have 
received  prescriptions  from  sixty-one 
doctors,"  said  the  police  officer.  "  It 
seems  strange  to  me  that  she  can  get 
a  prescription  in  this  way,"  said  the 
magistrate.  "  Doesn't  the  doctor  check 
with  his  colleague?  "  The  officer  re- 
plied :  "  If  a  patient  moves  into  a  new 
area  permanently,  she  can  go  to  any 
doctor  in  the  area  for  treatment  and 
become  a  permanent  patient." 

"  This  Appalling  Trade  ..." 

Questions  about  an  illegal  trade  in 
Preludin  tablets   were  asked   at  Old 
Street,  London,  court,  on  October  6  by 
the  magistrate  before  sending  a  man  to 
prison  for  12  months  on  charges  of 
stealing  National  Health  Service  pre- 
scription forms  from  a  doctor's  sur- 
gery, and  by  false  pretences  obtaining 
a  large  quantity  of  those  tablets.  The 
magistrate   asked   a  detective-sergeant 
dealing  with  the  case :     "  There  is  a 
good  deal  of  this  thing  going  on  at  the 
moment,  isn't  there?  "  Police  officer: 
"  Yes  sir."  He  later  said  "  It  seems  to 
me  that,  although  it  may  not  be  a 
flourishing  trade  at  the  moment,  there 
is  a  steady  trade  going  on  in  the  cafes. 
Either   prescription   forms   are  being 
sold  or  the  tablets  falsely  obtained  on 
the  forms  and  then  sold."  William 
lohn  Cullen,  22.  a  labourer  of  no  fixed 
address,    pleaded    guilty    to  stealing 
eighteen  National  Health  Service  pre- 
scription    forms.     valued     Is.,  the 
property   of   Dr.    Fyzee,    24  Nichol 
Square,  Shoreditch,  and  entered  like 
pleas   to   obtaining   from   Mr.  Myer 
Land,  M.P.S.,  by  false  pretences,  100 
Preludin  tablets,  valued  15s.,  at  448 
Kingsland  Road.  London,  E.8,  and  on 
a  later  date  attempting  to  obtain  a 
further  100  Preludin  tablets  from  Mr. 
Land  by  false  pretence.    Cullen  asked 
for  five  other  similar  offences  to  be 
taken  into  consideration.     The  police 
officer  said  that  Cullen  took  the  forms 
by  going  to  the  doctor  on  some  pre- 
text and  then  stealing  them  while  his 
back  was  turned.  He  then  filled  in  the 
forms  for  a  number  of  tablets  and 
presented  them  at  various  chemists.  He 
had  been  arrested  after  one  of  the 
chemists  had  grown  suspicious.  The 
detective  said  that  Cullen  told  him  that 
he  took  the  tablets  to  keep  himself 
awake  as  he  was  separated  from  his 
wife,  whom  he  had  married  last  year, 
and  had  no  place  to  sleep.  In  court, 
Cullen  handed  a  letter  to  the  magi- 


strate, adding :  "  I  have  nothing  to  add 
to   that."     After    reading   the  letter 
silently,  the  magistrate  told  Cullen: 
"  From  what  you  tell  me  in  this  letter, 
it  is  perfectly  plain  that  you  took  the 
forms  in  order  to  get  tablets  and  to 
get  some  money.  It  is  perfectly  plain 
to  me  that  you  used  them  to  trade.  It 
may  be  that  you  used  them  yourself.  If 
you  did  take  them,  then  it  is  just  as 
well  that  you  be  put  in  a  place  where 
you  cannot  get  them.  .  .  .  But  there 
is  far  too  much  of  this  appalling  trade 
going  on  and  it  has  got  to  be  stopped." 
— Previously  stated  by  a  police  officer 
to  have  obtained  Preludin  tablets  by 
forged  prescriptions  stolen  from  an  Is- 
lington surgery,  Thomas  Henry  Wall, 
of  no  fixed  address,  was  placed  on  pro- 
bation for  three  years  when  he  ap-B 
peared  on  remand  at  North  London B 
magistrates'  court  on  October  13.  HeB 
had  pleaded  guilty  to  uttering  a  forged B 
National  Health  prescription,  knowing  B 
it  to  be  forged,  at  190  Stamford  Hill.B 
and    obtaining    100    Preludin    tablets  I 
value  18s.  by  virtue  of  a  forged  pre-B 
scription  at  167  Stoke  Newington  High! 
Street,  on  September  18.  At  a  previous  I 
hearing,  the  officer,  a  detective-sergeant,! 
said  a  pad  of  prescription  forms  was  I 
stolen  from  a  doctor's  surgery.  A  fort-| 
night  later  prescriptions  on  the  forms  I 
were  being  tendered  in  the  area  and  a  I 
warning  was  given  to  chemists. 

Not  Prejudicial 

In  the  High  Court,  London,  on  October! 
5,  an  application  was  dismissed  with! 
costs  when  Gordon  B.  Moore  (Electri- 1 
cal),  Ltd.,  Mansfield  Road,  Nottingham, 
sought  an  order  that  Easipower  Appli- 
ances, Ltd.,  and   Frederick  Williams, 
Ltd.,  High  Street,  Southampton,  should 
be  restrained  from  issuing  any  statement 
calculating  to  prejudice  the  fair  trial  of 
an  action  brought  by  Messrs.  Easipower 
and  Williams  against  the  Nottingham 
company.  Giving  judgment,  Mr.  Justice 
Cross  said  that  Messrs.  Williams  were 
the     manufacturers    and  Easipower 
the  selling  organisation  of  electric  blan- 
kets styled  Dreamland,  and  Moore's  or- 
ganisation offered  for  sale  electric  blan- 
kets styled  Dreamtime.    Messrs.  Easi- 
power and  Williams  issued  a  writ  on 
June  13,  starting  a  passing-off  action  in 
which  they  claimed  an  injunction  re- 
straining Moore's  from  offering  for  sale 
any   blanket  not  made   by  Williams 
under  any  style   in  which  the  word 
"  Dream  "  appeared.  The  Nottingham 
company  contested  the  claim.  On  June 
4   Mr.   Frederick    Reginald  Williams, 
managing  director  of  Easipower,  had 
issued  a  statement  for  publication  to  the 
trade  journals  headed  "  Disclaimer  by 
blanket  manufacturer."  The  view  was 
taken  that  the  publication  of  the  state- 
ment was  a  contempt  of  court,  and  it 
was  claimed  that  the  plaintiffs  should  be 
restrained    from    issuing    any  such 
statement.     His  lordship  said  he  had 
read  and  re-read  the  disclaimer  pas- 
sage to  which  exception  was  taken  and 
was  quite  unable  to  see  that  it  had  any 
tendency  to  prejudice  the  fair  trial  of 
the  action,  or  to  prevent  witnesses  for 
the  defendants  coming  forward.  It 
seemed    to    constitute    nothing  more 
than  a  warning. 
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Acquitted  on  Receiving  Charge 

Said  to  have  been  found  in  possession 
of  cosmetics  worth  £12,000,  Basil  Dia- 
mond, printer,  West  Hackney,  was,  at 
the  London  Sessions,  on  October  15, 
acquitted  and  discharged.  He  pleaded 
not  guilty  to  receiving  540  cases  of  hair 
lacquer,  seventeen  cases  of  foundation 
cream  and  ten  cases  of  nail  enamel, 
total  value  £12,000,  knowing  the  goods 
to  be  stolen.  After  hearing  the  case  for 
the  prosecution,  defending  counsel  sub- 
mitted that  he  had  no  case  to  answer 
because  there  was  no  evidence  that  the 
property  had  been  stolen.  The  submis- 
sion was  upheld  by  the  deputy  chair- 
man, and  Diamond  was  discharged. 
Mrs.  Joyce  Kersham,  London,  N.l,  said 
she  was  secretary  of  a  company  that 
specialised  in  buying  job  lots  of  pro- 
ducts. On  June  1  she  went  to  a  shed 
down  an  alleyway  in  Old  Montague 
Street,  Stepney,  and  there  Diamond 
offered  her  firm  £12,000  worth  of  cos- 
metics for  £3,000.  The  offer  was  turned 
down  flat  but,  when  Diamond  was 
offered  £1,500,  he  accepted  it.  Diamond 
said  the  goods  were  from  Cardiff,  and 
that  they  were  not  stolen  but  destined 
for  dumping.  She  did  not  believe  him 
and  informed  the  police.  In  cross-ex- 
amination, Mrs.  Kersham  agreed  that 
goods  often  came  on  to  the  market  at 
cut  prices  through  bankruptcies,  changes 
in  distribution,  or  because  new  pro- 
cesses had  outdated  old  stock.  She  dis- 
covered subsequently  that,  in  fact,  the 
goods  had  been  destined  for  dumping. 
An  engineer  from  a  cosmetic  manufac- 
I  turer  (Revlon  International  Corpora- 
tion) said  that  the  articles  concerned  in 
!  the  present  case  were  a  load  sent  for 
!  dumping.  A  new  formula  had  been 
I  found  for  part  of  the  load,  and  though 
there  was  nothing  wrong  with  the  old 
product,  most  of  it  was  being  dumped. 
Loads  for  dumping  were  taken  away 
by  a  disposal  firm  and  buried.  An  offi- 
cial of  the  dumping  firm  said  that  nor- 
mally the  price  for  dumping  of  goods 
was  low  because  goods  for  dumping 
were  often  sold.  When  told  he  would 
be  arrested,  Diamond  made  a  statement 
in  which  he  said  that  a  man  named 
Hall  had  offered  the  cosmetics  in  a 
number  of  London  public  houses.  He 
made  an  arrangement  with  Hall  to  try 
and  sell  the  goods  and  split  the  pro- 
ceeds. In  his  submission  to  the  jury, 
defending  counsel  said  that  clearly  Hall 
thought  he  could  dispose  of  the  goods 
in  the  normal  way.  If  he  thought  that 
and  did  not  know  the  goods  had  been 
stolen,  clearly  Diamond  also  did  not 
know.

CHEMISTS  AT  GUILDFORD  CATHEDRAL 

Large  congregation  at  dedication  ceremony 


ABOUT  400  pharmacists  and  their 
friends  visited  Guildford  Cathedral  on 
Sunday  afternoon  (October  14)  for  the 
special  service  to  dedicate  the  pharmacy 
window  (C.  &  D.,  September  29,  p.  349). 
Due  to  the  efforts  of  the  pharmacists 
from  all  parts  of  the  diocese  a  sum  of 
£400  had  been  raised  for  the  Cathedral's 
building  fund.  The  money  provided  the 
window  and  the  stonework  surrounding 
it.  Situated  on  the  stairs  leading  to  the 
west  gallery  of  the  Cathedral,  the  win- 
dow contains  two  small  stained  glass 
panels,  one  showing  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Arms  and  the  other  the 
motto  :  "  Habenda  Ratio  Valetudinis." 

Bishop  Clarkson  (the  Dean  of  the 
Cathedral),  who  conducted  the  service, 
said  in  his  sermon  that  he  felt  that  a 
double  honour  had  been  bestowed  upon 
him  since  he  had  previously  been  called 
upon  to  receive  the  cheque  to  pay  for 
the  work  carried  out.  The  glass  panels 
in  the  window  were  but  a  token  of 
that  gift — "  like  a  stamp  on  a  receipt." 


Continuing,  the  Dean  said  the  work  of 
the  pharmacist  had  several  similarities 
with  that  of  the  priest.  "  The  people 
come  to  us  both  for  advice  and  instruc- 
tion: we  do  not  know  their  background, 
all  we  know  is  their  grief.  What  quali- 
ties must  we  possess  to  deal  with  the 
situation?  We  must  be  competent  in  our 
profession,  always  be  available  and  be 
a  patient  listener,  doing  our  best  to 
give  any  help  required.  We  never  really 
see  the  end  product;  sometimes  they 
say  thank  you,  but  as  in  the  days  of 
the  New  Testament,  nine  out  of  ten 
never  return." 

Miss  M.  A.  Burr  (President.  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  read  the  lesson  and  led 
the  procession  to  the  window  for  the 
dedication  ceremony.  Among  those  who 
accompanied  her  were  Sir  Hugh  Lin- 
stead  (a  secretary  of  the  Society);  repre- 
sentatives of  the  branches  within  the 
diocese  and  of  the  four  signatories  of 
the  original  appeal  which  went  out  to 
local  pharmacists. 

After  the  service 
the  Dean  men- 
tioned to  Miss 
Burr  that  pharma- 
cists might  like  to 
make  the  service 
an  annual  event.

MR.  M.  L.  CASHMAN,  recently 
elected  Treasurer  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  was  born  at  Brook- 
hill,  Beaufort,  co.

LORD  GLADWYN  AT  CHEMICAL  MANUFACTURERS'  DINNER 


"  THE  truth  is  that  this  country  really 
must  come  to  terms  with  the  modern 
world.  If  it  wants  to  be  a  leading  in- 
dustrial state  it  simply  must  avoid  being 
pinched  out  between  Europe  and 
America:  in  other  words,  somehow  or 
other,  it  must  enlarge  its  base,"  said 
Lord  Gladwyn  at  the  annual  dinner  of 
the  Association  of  British  Chemical 
Manufacturers  held  in  London  on  Oc- 
tober 10. 

Lord  Gladwyn  was  speaking  as  prin- 
cipal guest  and  replying  to  the  toast 
"  Our  Guests."

tion  partners."  At  the  moment  the 
broad  terms  that  were  obtainable  were 
known  though  it  was  hoped  that  they 
could  be  improved,  notably  as  regards 
New  Zealand  butter,  zero  tariffs  on  a 
few,  but  important,  raw  materials  and 
perhaps  some  rather  firmer  assurances 
about  European  willingness  to  import 
substantial  quantities  of  goods  from 
the  Asian  members  of  the  Common- 
wealth "  who  are  in  desperate  needs 
to  export  their  goods."

the  support  of  the  official  opposition  " 
in  the  U.K. 

Lord  Gladwyn  continued  "  When  you 
have  no  raw  materials  except  coal  and 
are  entirely  dependent  for  your  stan- 
dard of  living  upon  your  exports,  it 
makes  no  sense  to  subsidise  the  farmers 
beyond  a  certain  point  and  admit  vast 
quantities  of  foodstuffs  duty  free  re- 
gardless of  the  restrictions  placed  upon 
our  own  exports  in  their  countries  of 
origin. 

"  Not  so  long  ago  we  sent  about  half 
of  our  exports  to  Commonwealth  coun- 
tries, now  we  send  less  than  a  third, 
and  the  proportion  continues  to  drop. 
It  is  quite  clear  that  shortly  our  whole 
system  will  have  to  change,  and  that 
whether  we  come  into  the  market  or 
whether  we  don't."

bers  and  friends  of  the  Association,  Mr. 
J.  C.  Hanbury  (chairman)  said  that  for 
four  years  the  overwhelming  consensus 
of  opinion  within  the  chemical  industry 
had  been  to  give  unswerving  support 
to  joining  the  E.E.C. 

Annual  Meeting 

At  the  Association's  annual  meeting 
on  October  11,  the  Chairman  had  said 
of  the  protracted  negotiations  regarding 
Britain  joining  the  European  Economic 
Community,  "  It  is  a  little  difficult  to 
understand  how,  after  a  series  of  nego- 


tiations which  started  more  than  four 
years  ago  and  are  now  reaching  the 
critical  final  stages,  so  many  of  our 
politicians  and  even  industrialists  appear 
not  to  have  made  up  their  minds  on 
such  a  momentous  issue."  The  Associa- 
tion had  never  wavered  in  support  of 
the  negotiations  for  joining  the  E.E.C. 
but  had  naturally  asked  that  in  matters 
of  Government  legislation  they  should 
be  placed  in  "  no  less  favourable  a  posi- 
tion than  that  of  our  competitions."  To 
that  end  they  had  discussed  with  the 
Board  of  Trade  the  question  of  the  base 
date  for  tariff  adjustment  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Rome  Treaty  and  were 
still  discussing  with  them  the  need  for 
quicker  action  against  dumping.  They 
were  also  about  to  submit  a  report  on 
possible  changes  in  restrictive  practices 
legislation.

The  Association  was  co-operating 
with  the  National  Economic  Develop- 
ment Office  and  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
attempting  to  estimate  the  implications 
for  the  chemical  industry  of  a  4  per 
cent,  yearly  rate  of  growth  in  the  gross 
domestic  product  by  1966.  If  at  the  pre- 
sent time  a  4  per  cent,  growth  rate 
appeared  difficult  of  achievement,  the 
exercise  should  have  value  in  indicating 
those  bottle-necks  that  were  impeding 
such  a  rate  of  growth,  concluded  the 
chairman.

Problems  at  Home 

Sir, — What  was  Sir  Hugh  Linstead 
doing  in  Vienna?  It  must  be  delightful 
to  wander  in  continental  Elysian  fields, 
where  pharmacy  has,  for  centuries, 
been  thought  of  as  a  profession  little 
below  those  of  law  and  medicine,  and 
where  such  commerce  as  enters  its  prac- 
tice is  regarded  as  part,  and  a  small 
part,  of  the  professional  service  ren- 
dered— a  point  clearly  made  by  Mr. 
H.  S.  Grainger  in  the  discussion  on 
"  the  Report."  Nowhere  else  would  it 
be  possible,  or  necessary,  for  the  fee 
charged  for  a  dispensed  medicine  to 
be  handled  as  a  bait  to  attract  addi- 
tional custom,  as  can  be,  and  is,  done 
in  Britain.  Therefore  Sir  Hugh's  place 
is  at  home,  grappling  with  the  harsh 
realities  of  the  British  scene,  in  Parlia- 
ment and  out.  We  have  some  leeway 
to  make  up  before  we  attain  to  Contin- 
ental standards,  for  we  entered  the  field 
somewhat  late,  and  there  is  a  deal  of 
work  to  be  done  before  the  desire 
that  the  Society  shall  be  "  a  channel 
through  which  our  aspirations,  econo- 
mic as  well  as  professional,  can  find 
expression  and  promotion  "  is  a  reality. 
When  Mr.  Herdman  said  at  Liverpool, 
in  reply  to  a  suggestion,  that  he  would 
like  to  see  the  N.P.U.  and  its  secretariat 
absorbed  into  the  Society,  he  advocated 
a  positive  step  in  the  right  direction. 
We  must,  sooner  or  later,  unite  under 
one  banner,  and  the  sooner  we  are  able 
to  do  so  the  stronger  our  position  will 
be  when  dealing  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  Far  better  that  the  N.P.U. 
should  agree  to  do  this,  than  that  it 
should  continue  to  sponsor  products  of 
doubtful  pharmaceutical  validity;  a 
project  which  I  felt  to  have  been  de- 
signed, when  introduced,  to  bolster  the 
popularity  of  a  faltering  regime.  Those 
who  listened  to  a  certain  broadcast  on 
October  5  must  have  noticed  the  casual 
way  in  which  a  Ministry  spokesman 
dismissed  the  £1  million  spent  on  im- 
ported drugs  as  a  "  small  matter."  To 
the  million  saved  at  the  expense  of  the 
livelihood  of  pharmacists  there  was  but 
a  passing  allusion.  J.  T.  Marriott,

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Responsibility  for  Sterile  Kits 

The  need  for  improved  techniques  to  avoid  infection  in 
surgical  procedures  in  hospitals  has  long  been  publi- 
cised, and  every  hospital  authority  must  now  be  aware 
of  the  shortcomings  of  much  that  was  formerly  accepted 
as  adequate.  The  provision  of  packed  kits  of  dressings 
and  instruments  from  a  Central  Sterile  Supply  Depart- 
ment is  but  one  means  toward  such  improved  tech- 
niques. The  really  important  work  to  be  developed  is  in 
the  procedure  itself  as  applied  by  surgeons  and  nurses. 
Nevertheless,  the  centralisation  of  the  packing  and 
sterilisation  of  the  kits  facilitates  the  use  of  more  effi- 
cient methods  of  sterilisation  than  have  been  possible 
under  ward  or  operating  theatre  conditions.  It  is,  indeed, 
the  prerequisite  of  better  aseptic  techniques  on  the 
wards. 

Pharmacy  departments,  especially  in  the  larger  hos- 
pitals, have  for  many  years  provided  sterile  fluids  of 
various  kinds  and  pharmacists  are  familiar  with  the 
problems  involved  in  the  large-scale  operations  involved 
in  sterilising  them.  One  would  have  thought  it  the  most 
natural  development,  therefore,  for  the  provision  of 
sterile  dressings  packs  to  have  been  added  on  to  the 
work  of  the  existing  pharmacy  departments.  Indeed, 
some  hospitals  have  so  arranged  their  C.S.S.D's,  but  it 
would  appear,  from  the  recent  report  of  the  subcommit- 
tee of  the  Central  Health  Services  Council  set  up  to 
study  this  matter  (see  p.  431)  that  there  is  some  special 
magic,  beyond  the  ken  of  the  pharmacist,  that  makes  it 
necessary  for  a  doctor — presumably  a  bacteriologist — 
to  be  in  charge  of  the  process  and  to  be  responsible  to 
the  governing  body  for  its  satisfactory  functioning. 
After  stating  that  control  must  be  in  the  hands  of  some 
person  with  the  necessary  scientific  knowledge,  the 
report  acknowledges  that  pharmacists  have  such  know- 
ledge and  skill,  but  says  the  committee  believes  that  the 
necessary  communications  between  the  C.S.S.D.  and  its 
users  can  only  be  effected  on  a  doctor-to-doctor  basis. 
The  evidence  for  any  such  need  is  not  advanced  in  the 
memorandum,  and  one  can  only  conjecture  that  the 
finding  of  the  subcommittee  is  another  example  of  pro- 
fessional protection  by  the  majority  of  the  committee 
coupled  with  an  all-too-familiar  incredulity  on  the  part 
of  its  lay  members  that  there  is  any  field  of  knowledge 
remotely  connected  with  medicine  in  which  some  other 
discipline  may  have  an  equal  if  not  a  better  claim  to 
recognition  than  the  doctor,  whom  the  report  seems  to 
regard  as  omniscient. 


The  minority  report  seems,  by  its  very  existence,  to 
indicate  a  measure  of  frustration  on  the  part  of  its 
author  in  being  unable  to  persuade  the  committee  that 
there  is  some  advantage  to  be  gained  in  using  the  not 
inconsiderable  experience  of  pharmacists  in  this  field. 
There  is  obviously  a  need  for  collaboration  in  devis- 
ing and  operating  a  C.S.S.D.  Nurses  are  probably  more 
familiar  than  anyone  else  with  the  detailed  requirements, 
both  of  the  surgeon  for  various  operation  kits,  and  of 
the  nurse  in  the  dressing  of  wounds.  The  technology  of 
the  sterilising  apparatus,  the  processes  involved,  and 
the  scientific  background  necessary  to  their  control, 
however,  are  not  subjects  with  which  nurses  are  likely 
to  be  familiar,  or  which  they  would  be  likely  to  acquire 
by  experience  in  the  operating  theatre.  The  surgeon  may 
well  understand  the  need  for  sterility,  and  can  instruct 
nursing  staffs  in  the  techniques  of  dressing  wounds,  but 
it  is  doubtful  if  many  of  them  have  much  knowledge 
or  experience  of  the  operation  of  autoclaves,  or  of  the 
changes  likely  to  take  place  in  materials  during  sterilisa- 
tion. Nor  do  we  consider  it  probable  that  a  surgeon 
would  be  willing  to  devote  a  large  part  of  his  time  to 
the  detailed  organisation  of  a  C.S.S.D.  The  bacteriolo- 
gist, then  remains  as,  with  the  pharmacist,  the  only 
claimant  for  the  technological  control  of  such  a  depart- 
ment. Undoubtedly  a  number  of  bacteriologists  have 
made  a  special  study  of  the  matter  and  we  hear  of 
meetings  of  the  "  sterile  club,"  an  unofficial  gathering 
of  bacteriologists  for  the  exchange  of  information  and 
news  concerning  C.S.S.D's.  The  principal  work  of  the 
bacteriologist,  however,  has  not  hitherto  been  in  the 
large-scale  provision  of  sterile  materials,  but  in  the 
detection  and  identification  of  pathogenic  organisms 
and  the  study  of  microbial  diseases. 

It  is  the  pharmacist  who,  by  long  tradition,  has  been 
accustomed  to  the  servicing  of  wards  and  theatres,  who 
is  instructed  in  autoclaving  techniques,  who  is  accus- 
tomed to  dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  medical  and 
nursing  staffs,  and  of  adapting  his  department  to  meet 
their  needs.  No  doubt,  in  the  field  of  C.S.S.D's,  there 
is  much  new  experience  to  be  gained,  many  new 
methods  to  be  tried.  We  consider  that  the  pharmacist 
should  be,  and  is,  as  capable  as  any  other  member  of 
the  staff  of  taking  on  those  responsibilities  and  we 
regret  that  the  subcommittee  should  have  seen  fit  to 
attempt  to  discourage  hospital  authorities  from  placing 
their  confidence  in  him. 

Irish  Pharmacy  Looks  to  the  Future 

Several  factors  combined  to  make  Irish  Pharmacy 
Week  (see  p.  444)  the  symbol  and  focus  of  a  new  spirit 
among  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land. It  should  be  emphasised  that  the  undertaking  was 
not  in  any  sense  an  American-style  propaganda  effort 
to  the  public,  but  an  assembly  of  pharmacists  for  serious 
professional  and  scientific  discussions,  with  enough 
social  functions  to  promote  cohesion.  The  year  1962  has 
been  an  important  one  for  Irish  pharmacy.  It  has  seen 
the  implementation  of  both  a  new  Poisons  Bill  and  a 
new  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  new  status  and  security 
those  enactments  promise  to  pharmacists  seem  to  have 
galvanised  them  into  a  determination  to  take  searching 
stock  of  themselves  before  moving  forward  to  levels 
and  standards  comparable  with  those  of  the  leading 
European  countries. 

The  Week  was  the  second  of  its  kind,  but  a  three-year 
interval  has  elapsed  since  the  first.  In  the  meantime 
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great  strides  have  obviously  been  made,  and  if  some 
details  have  perhaps  still  to  be  reconsidered,  it  is  already 
clear  that  members  will  demand  other  "  Weeks "  at 
regular,  possibly  annual  intervals.  The  ferment  of  ideas 
and  the  intensity  of  interest  aroused  are  highlighted  by 
two  facts.  One  is  that  a  special  general  meeting  of  the 
Society  had  to  be  promised  to  deal  with  discussions  that 
threatened,  at  a  late  hour,  to  interfere  with  the  comple- 


tion, according  to  constitutional  requirements,  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  ;  and  the  other  that  a 
follow-up  meeting  is  also  required  to  complete  the  dis- 
cussions on  proposals  for  a  new  co-ordinating  body, 
bringing  together  the  various  group  organisations  in 
pharmacy  (hospital  pharmacists,  representatives  and  the 
rest).  The  full  fruits  of  Irish  Pharmacy  Week  may  be 
expected  to  ripen  over  quite  a  time  to  come. 


HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

HOSPITAL  PHARMACISTS  AT  VIENNA 


NOW  that  the  conference  season  has  run  its  course  and 
we  are  all  again  absorbed  in  the  daily  round  of 
familiar  duties,  the  meetings  in  far-distant  and  excit- 
ing cities  with  colleagues  from  many  lands  seems  faintly 
unreal.  Yet  there  remains  a  happy  recollection  and  a  for- 
ward-looking to  the  next  such  occasion. 

Vienna  has  its  own  special  magic.  It  has  the  air  of  a 
capital  city  in  which  yet  breathes  the  spirit  of  baroque 
romance.  The  splendour  of  the  Schonbrunn  palace,  the  ex- 
quisite delicacy  of  the  Spanish  Riding  School,  the  glory 
of  the  Opera  House  and  the  spell  of  Mozart  leave  in  the 
mind  a  glow  of  satisfaction  and  a  nostalgia  to  return  and 
enjoy  it  all  again,  for  here  is  real  refreshment  and  stimulus 
to  those  whose  preoccupations  normally  confine  them  to 
the  out-patient  windows  or  the  sterile  laboratory. 

That,  however,  is  not  the  whole  story.  International 
gatherings  of  hospital  pharmacists  have  about  them  the 
atmosphere  of  a  real  fraternity:  an  informality  and  sharing 
of  common  interests  which  is  evident  from  the  very  first 
meeting.  That  atmosphere  has  been  constantly  in  evidence 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  section  in  Rome  in  1951,  and 
was  again  abundantly  true  of  Vienna.  There  was  obvious 
pride  in  the  way  the  lecturers  presented  to  us  their  accounts 
of  their  own  pharmacies,  illustrated  in  most  cases  by  excel- 
lent colour  transparencies.  Many  of  the  ideas  for  improved 
production  methods  and  distribution  arrangements  will  find 
acceptance  in  places  far  distant  from  their  origins.  Mr. 
Pettersson  from  Sweden  showed  us  how  to  save  space  and 
time  by  using  an  ingenious  trolley  to  carry  his  standardised 
ward  boxes,  eliminating  the  need  for  an  assembly  bench  for 
assembling  orders.  Many  of  us  who  still  use  the  traditional 
ward  baskets  will  be  eagerly  seeking  an  opportunity  to 
emulate  his  excellent  system. 

Some  will  be  envious,  too,  of  the  beautiful  control  lab- 
oratory in  the  new  pharmacy  department  at  Wiirzburg, 
shown  to  us  by  Dr.  Kochel.  Those  from  the  mental  hospi- 
tals listened  with  sympathy  and  no  little  amusement  to  Dr. 
Sperandio  from  the  U.S.A.  when  he  showed  slides  of  some 
of  the  old  and  some  of  the  new  mental  hospitals  in  the 
States,  and  they  appreciated  his  vigorous  advocacy  of  the 
mental-hospital  pharmacist's  role. 

A  matter  of  great  topical  interest  was  raised  in  a  paper 
by  Mile.  Benfante  from  Montreal,  Canada,  who  described 
the  efforts  she  had  made,  and  the  success  she  had  achieved, 
in  setting  up  a  committee  to  co-ordinate  the  clinical  evalua- 
tion of  drugs  in  her  hospital.  Those  of  us  who  experience 
the  strongly  esoteric  approach  of  so  many  British  consul- 
tants sigh  for  a  degree  of  co-operation  and  discipline  in  the 
introduction  of  new  drugs  such  as  that  which  she  has 
attained  at  the  Notre  Dame  hsspital.  Perhaps  only  femi- 
nine charm  can  gain  such  results  ! 

Dr.  Don  Franke,  almost  as  familiar  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  as  on  his  own,  and  a  fervent  supporter  of  F.I.P. 
in  all  its  works,  gave  a  stimulating  account  of  the  research 
into  the  organisation  of  hospital  pharmacies  by  the  Ameri- 
can Society  of  Hospital  Pharmacists.  The  Society  has  grown 
in  size  and  importance  to  a  degree  undreamed  of  by  its 
founders  of  twenty  years  ago — so  much  so  that  it  now 
boasts  a  full-time  secretariat  with  several  subdivisions.  The 
Society  has  exercised  a  great  influence  on  hospital  authori- 


ties throughout  the  States,  and  has  ensured  for  its  members 
a  recognition  (both  moral  and  financial)  that  would  gladden 
the  hearts  of  British  hospital  pharmacists. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  principal  lecture  was  specially 
invited.  On  this  occasion  Professor  Kurt  Steiger  reviewed 
traditional  and  new  methods  of  sterilising  pharmaceutical 
materials.  Professor  Steiger  was  for  many  years  chief  phar- 
macist at  the  Cantonspital,  Zurich,  and  later  lecturer  in 
pharmaceutics  in  the  school  of  pharmacy  of  that  city.  He  is 
now  in  industry.  Much  of  his  material  would  be  familiar 
to  British  pharmacists,  especially  those  who  attended  the 
recent  symposium  on  the  subject  organised  jointly  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  Messrs.  Smith  &  Nephew.  Pro- 
fessor Steiger  presented  his  material  in  a  practical,  down-to- 
earth  manner  as  it  applies  under  hospital  conditions,  and 
gave  some  sound  advice  against  being  carried  away  by 
a  desire  to  take  up  every  latest  device.  For  most  purposes 
the  pharmacist  in  hospital  will  continue  to  find  that  his  auto- 
clave is  hard  to  beat  as  a  reliable  instrument  for  killing 
microbes,  provided  he  bothers  to  understand  it. 

A  touch  of  local  colour  was  provided  by  Dr.  Schilhab, 
Vienna,  who  described  the  organisation  and  working  of  the 
Austrian  hospital  pharmacies.  Mr.  Allert,  Copenhagen, 
showed  convincingly  that  the  manufacture  of  medicaments 
in  hospitals  is  a  sound  economic  proposition.  Many  of  those 
who  attended  the  last  F.I.P.  Congress  will  remember  visit- 
ing Mr.  Allert  in  the  Gentoffe  Hospital,  Helerup,  where  he 
has  one  of  the  most  modern  and  complete  hospital  pharma- 
cies in  Europe. 

To  remind  us  that  many  countries  are  outside  Europe  (we 
tend  to  be  mainly  a  European  group).  Dr.  Ritschel,  Pakistan, 
described  conditions  in  his  country,  with  special  reference 
to  the  educational  system  in  operation  there. 

In  all,  seventeen  countries  were  represented  in  the  section, 
and  the  meetings  were  attended  by  about  100  pharmacists. 

The  new  president,  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Franz  Linner 
of  Salzburg,  is  Professor  Pieter  Sordrager,  Utrecht,  Holland. 
The  vice-presidents  are  Mr.  Allert,  Copenhagen,  Denmark, 
and  Dr.  G.  Pirani,  Milan,  Italy,  who  replaces  Professor 
San  Martin  of  Barcelona,  Spain.  Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger,  Lon- 
don, was  re-elected  secretary  of  the  section.

ONE  hundred  and  twenty  or  so  years  ago  chemists 
and  druggists  were  beginning  their  struggle,  through 
their  new  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  public  recogni- 
tion of  their  pharmaceutical  profession.  A  measure  of  their 
activities  was  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  which  restricted  to 
them  the  retail  sale  of  poisons  named  in  a  short  statutory 
Poisons  Schedule.  In  1908  certain  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural poisons  were  exempted  from  that  restriction  and 
in  1933.  when  the  new  Poisons  List  was  drawn  up  at  great 
length,  items  in  a  large  proportion  of  it  (Part  II)  were 
made  saleable,  under  certain  conditions,  by  non-pharma- 
cists. Many  pharmacists  felt  they  were  losing  ground  to  the 
big  vested  interests. 

In  the  realm  of  dispensed  medicine  it  was  not  until 
1948  that,  under  the  National  Health  Act.  the  pharmacist 
became  responsible  for  dispensing  95  per  cent,  of  physi- 
cians' prescriptions.  To  date  the  pharmacist  has  not  been 
given  any  effectual  control  over  the  retail  sale  of  what  are 
known  as  "recommended  medicines."  Though  in  1941  the 
sale  of  such  products  was  restricted  to  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons,  medical  practitioners,  dentists  and  a  few  persons 
who  had  served  regular  apprenticeships,  all  the  proprietary 
medicines  are  specially  exempted  from  the  restriction. 

So  now,  after  120  years,  the  pharmacist  is  recognised  by 
the  public  as  the  man  who  should  distribute  the  more 
dangerous  poisons  and  who  should  dispense  physicians' 
prescriptions,  and  nothing  more.  The  public,  through  the 
Government,  pay  the  pharmacist  for  the  nation's  dispensing 
on  a  scale  calculated  to  make  it  impossible  for  a  pharma- 
cist to  live  by  dispensing  alone.  To  improve  his  lot  the 
pharmacist  is  therefore  forced  to  exploit  the  sale  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  and  other  articles,  and  pharmaceutical 
standards  are  not  raised  by  his  so  doing. 

Yet  Another  Inquiry 

So  it  was  an  important  landmark  in  pharmaceutical  his- 
tory when,  about  twelve  months  ago,  chemist  contractors 
to  the  Health  Service,  tried  beyond  patience,  demanded 
from  the  Government  a  professional  fee  and  proper 
remuneration  for  their  dispensing  work.  At  the  same  time  a 
public-relations  campaign  was  started  to  enlighten  the 
public  about  the  real  value  of  pharmacy  to  the  community. 
The  Minister  of  Health  took  a  strong  line  against  the 
chemists'  demands.  He  imposed  a  scale  of  graduated  on- 
cost payments  on  ingredient  costs,  which  had  the  effect  of 
a  drastic  cut  in  the  busier  chemist's  remuneration.  Having 
done  that,  he  was  prepared  to  consider  a  professional  fee 
and  to  agree  to  a  further  scheme  for  a  financial  inquiry 
into  chemists'  costs  as  a  basis  for  discussions  about  an 
increase  in  remuneration.  A  year  ago  the  chemists  were 
saying  "  We  will  have  no  more  complicated  cost  inquiries; 
when  costs  are  discovered  the  Minister  dictates  what  profit 
he  thinks  we  ought  to  have  regardless.  It  is  now  time  we 
state  what  we  want  and  fight  for  it."  Today  the  chemists, 
suffering  the  cut,  are  prepared  to  co-operate  in  yet  a  new 
inquiry  into  their  costs,  and  the  public-relations  campaign 
appears  to  have  been  called  off.  Chemists  are  discussing 
what  should  be  a  proper  professional  remuneration  for  a 
pharmacist  and  what  should  be  the  proper  negotiating 
committee,  and  they  are  also  setting  about  remedying 
admitted  defects  in  the  present  salary  agreement  arrived 


at  by  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy. 
From  the  present  position  pharmacists  should  look  back 
at  the  sad  events  of  the  past  twelve  months  and  see  them 
against  the  background  of  the  120-year-old  fight  for  com- 
plete recognition.  It  is  easy  to  be  wise  after  the  event,  but 
wise  we  must  be.  The  negotiators  who  led  with  such  fire 
a  year  ago  stand  indicted  that  they  took  insufficient  pains 
at  the  start  to  prepare  a  sound  financial  case  for  the  size 
of  the  professional  fee  they  asked  for,  or  to  prepare  for 
likely  consequences  of  actions  they  recommended.  It  is 
now  quite  clear  that  it  is  still  necessary  to  thresh  out  and 
agree  what  are  the  right  professional  fee  to  demand  for  a 
pharmacist  and  the  right  LLC.  scale  of  salaries  for  retail 
pharmacy.  These  essential  figures  are  interdependent.  All 
that  there  is  to  know  about  chemists'  costs  must  be  estab- 
lished by  us,  because  chemists  have  got  to  tell  the  public 
and  the  Minister  of  Health.  Our  negotiators  and  leaders, 
up  to  now,  seem  to  have  left  it  to  the  Minister  to  tell  us. 
A  year  ago  we  were  led  into  an  untenable  position,  and 
we  found  we  had  no  ammunition.  Next  time  proper  pre- 
paration must  be  made  in  unanimity,  and  we  must  have 
adequate  dry  powder  and  shot.  These  are  lessons  we  have  to 
learn. 

Only  Proper  Channel 

Our  grand  and  ultimate  objective  should  be  to  establish 
in  the  public  mind  a  recognition  of  pharmacy  as  the  only 
proper  channel  for  the  distribution  of  medicines,  by  dis- 
pensing or  otherwise.  From  such  recognition  will  spring 
proper  remuneration  and  protection;  but  we  must  first  agree 
among  ourselves  what  is  proper  remuneration  and  protec- 
tion before  we  start  to  teach  the  public. The  profession  itself 
must  deal  in  facts,  not  fantasies;  the  public  and  Parliament 
will  soon  discard  humbug.  Decisions  must  be  reached  in 
logical  order.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  can  define  the 
professional  ethics  and  the  professional  value  of  the  indi- 
vidual pharmacist;  based  on  those  definitions  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  consulting  with  employees,  can  define 
a  proper  salary  scale  for  retail  pharmacy  and  then  both 
organisations  should  form  a  common  policy  aimed  at 
securing  the  distribution  of  all  medicines,  including  pro- 
prietary ones,  for  retail  pharmacy.  The  policy  will  be  a 
difficult  one  to  find  and  fight  for.  Nevertheless  it  is  an 
essential  prerequisite  for  further  progress  in  our  story.  If  we 
stand  still  now,  the  story  will  soon  come  to  an  unhappy  end. 

It  has  taken  the  pharmaceutical  profession  120  years  to 
establish  itself  as  the  nation's  dispensers.  If  we  plan  care- 
fully and  patiently,  and  then  act  resolutely  and  together,  it 
may  not  take  us  as  long  again  to  reach  our  final  objective. 
Maybe,  indeed,  we  shall  presently  find  that  the  seemingly 
so  frustrating  1962  was  really  the  year  in  which  we  began 
to  realise  where  we  want  to  go  and  how  to  get  there.  But 
nothing  will  happen,  in  fact  the  situation  will  deteriorate, 
unless  our  leaders,  at  present  charged  with  dealing  on  our 
behalf  with  the  public  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  will 
accept  the  fact  that  their  pre- 1962  methods  are  not  good 
enough  and  must  go  on  failing.  Our  future  needs  bold,  well 
directed  co-operation  between  the  Society  and  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union.  It  seems  that  the  Society  has  grasped 
the  situation.  Let  us  hope  that  all  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive 
Committee  will  soon  do  likewise.

EIGHTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


WHAT  was  generally  conceded  to  have  been  one  of 
the  liveliest  and  most  stimulating  annual  meetings 
in  the  history  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land, took  place  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  Dublin,  on 
October  8,  when  members  in  the  floor  of  the  hall  pulled  no 
punches  in  airing  grievances.  After  three  hours  of  debate  on 
a  wide  variety  of  matters  of  vital  interest  to  pharmacy  there 
were  still  many  members  on  their  feet  wanting  a  hearing.  As 
an  important  symposium  was  due  to  be  held  in  the  hall  two 
hours  later  as  part  of  Pharmacy  Week,  the  president  was 
faced  with  the  position  of  guillotining  the  discussion  or 
adjourning  it  to  another  date. 

In  his  address,  the  outgoing  president  (Mr.  F.  Loughman) 
said  the  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  introduction 
of  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill.  Thanking  the  Minister  for  Health 
for  having  accepted  the  Council's  views  and  having  introduced 
amendments  based  upon  them,  the  president  said  the  Society 
was  also  indebted  to  Senator  Professor  Dooge  "  for  his 
altruistic  support." 

New  Fees  Explained 

The  new  retention  and  membership  fees,  said  Mr.  Lough- 
man, had  been  arrived  at  after  calculating  the  annual  sum 
required  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  Society  and  the 
number  of  names  likely  to  remain  on  registers.  When  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  Society  had  no  authority  to  adjourn  an 
annual  meeting,  members  compromised  by  agreeing  formally 
to  conclude  the  meeting  after  being  given  an  assurance  that 
the  debate  could  be  concluded  at  an  extraordinary  general 
meeting  to  be  held  on  November  12.  The  Minister  had  yet 
to  give  approval  to  the  fees  fixed  (£7  7s.  retention  fee  for 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  £4  4s.  for  registered  druggists  and 
£3  3s.  for  pharmaceutical  assistants).  Pharmacists  and  drug- 
gists who  had  attained  the  age  of  seventy,  or  who  practised 
outside  the  State  would  be  asked  to  pay  a  fee  of  £2  2s., 
and  a  pharmaceutical  assistant  £1  Is.  Members  and  asso- 
ciates would  be  required  to  pay  an  extra  £3  3s.  or,  without 
the  journal,  £2  2s. 

Stating  that  the  Council  was  anxious  that  members  and 
associates  should  keep  abreast  of  pharmaceutical  affairs,  the 
President  said  for  that  reason  it  would  continue  to  sub- 
sidise the  cost  of  the  journal  and  merely  ask  each  subscriber 
to  pay  a  sum  sufficient  to  offset  the  increased  cost  of  its 
production,  which  became  effective  on  October  1,  but  any 
licentiate  who  did  not  wish  to  become  a  member  could 
obtain  the  journal  direct  for  £3  10s.,  including  the  Yearbook. 

It  was  proposed  the  Society's  financial  year  should  be 
changed  to  the  calendar  year,  commencing  on  January  1, 
1963.  In  turn,  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  would  be 
changed  from  October  to  March.  He  appealed  to  members 
to  co-operate  by  paying  fees  promptly  to  ease  the  work  of 
the  registrar.  All  who  paid  membership  or  associateship 
subscriptions  as  usual  in  October  would  be  credited  on 
January  1  with  £4  4s.  towards  the  1963  subscription. 

Other  changes  effected  by  the  new  Act,  said  the  president, 
related  to  registration  of  apothecaries;  education;  reciprocity; 
the  institution  of  a  Fellowship;  and  the  use  of  pharmaceu- 
tical titles,  signs  and  emblems.  The  present  privilege  of  licen- 
tiates of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin,  to  register  as  phar- 
maceutical chemists  on  payment  of  a  registration  fee  would 
cease  on  December  31,  1963  (except  for  persons  registered 
during  1962  as  students  of  the  Hall).  Those  1962  students 
would  be  given  a  reasonable  interval  in  which  to  complete 
their  studies.  The  change,  he  said,  would  not  debar  an 
L.A.H.  from  keeping  open  shop  as  an  apothecary,  but  it 
would  bring  to  an  end  the  opportunity  previously  available 
to  an  apothecary  to  keep  open  shop  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

Provision  was  made  in  the  Bill  for  entering  into  reciprocal 
agreements  with  registration  bodies  in  other  countries,  and 


the  Council  would  get  down  to  consideration  of  that  prob- 
lem when  the  regulations  dealing  with  fees  had  been  com- 
pleted. New  regulations  for  assistants  modified  the  require- 
ments for  Preliminary  registration,  and  a  student  taking  the 
Assistants'  course  would  now  be  permitted  to  substitute 
Greek  or  a  modern  European  language  for  Latin.  That  con- 
cession did  not  apply  to  students  taking  the  degree  course. 
Already  there  was  evidence  that  the  change  had  stimulated 
interest  in  young  people  seeking  an  attractive  career. 

During  the  week  twenty-six  students  had  begun  the  phar- 
macy course,  and  forty-seven  students  were  due  back  for 
the  second  year  of  the  degree  course.  They  were  the  success- 
ful candidates  out  of  the  group  of  seventy  who  had 
started  in  University  College,  Dublin,  in  October  1961.  This 
year  fifty-eight  students  had  been  booked  for  U.C.D.,  and  it 
was  possible  the  number  might  be  augmented  slightly. 

Dealing  with  the  College  finances,  Mr.  Loughman  said 
they  were  a  grave  source  of  worry.  It  would  appear  that  a 
private  college  was  outside  the  scope  of  institutions  assisted 
by  the  Department  of  Education,  and  that  the  Minister  I 
would  have  to  decide  whether  a  capital  grant  would  be 
made  by  the  Government  or  whether  the  College  of  Phar- 
macy would  have  to  be  brought  into  the  ambit  of  a  univer- 
sity to  qualify  for  a  grant.  "  While  the  Minister  is  deliberat- 
ing, work  on  necessary  extensions  is  being  delayed.  We  feel  I 
we  are  approaching  a  crisis."  Remarking  that  he  hoped  j 
pharmaceutical  education  would  not  suffer  a  setback  for  I 
want  of  funds,  Mr.  Loughman  announced  that  May,  Roberts  | 
(Ireland),  Ltd.,  had  contributed  their  third  annual  subscrip-  I 
tion  of  £105;  Smith,  Kline  &  French  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  had  I 
donated  £100;  and  Leo  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  had  contributed  their  I 
second  subscription  of  £50.  P.  C.  Cahill  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  con-  J 
tracted  to  let  the  Society  have  the  sum  of  £500  and  in 
addition  were  providing  a  "  P.  C.  Cahill  Memorial  "  prize,  I 
which  would  take  the  form  of  an  annual  money  grant  to 
the  best  pharmacy  student.  It  meant  that  students  entering  I 
the  College  in  the  current  year  would  be  eligible  to  compete 
for  a  prize  in  June  1963.  Extending  "  sincere  thanks  to  those  I 
who  had  contributed  to  the  College,"  the  president  said: 
"  Your  Council  is  very  grateful  to  Messrs.  P.  C.  Cahill  for  I 
their  generosity  and  we  appreciate  especially  the  valuable 
incentive  to  study  being  provided  for  our  students."  He 
added  that  many  firms  had  given  drugs  and  products  used 
in  the  teaching  of  students,  and  that  such  gifts  were  always 
welcome. 

Pharmacies  "  Incomparably  Better  "  Service 

Referring  to  the  setting  up  of  a  Select  Committee  to 
examine  the  Health  services,  he  said  the  Council,  in  its 
memorandum  to  the  Department,  had  advocated  the  use  by 
the  State  of  existing  pharmacies,  giving  patients  a  choice 
of  pharmacist  as  well  as  of  doctor.  "  We  are  satisfied  that 
ordinary  pharmacies  can  provide  an  incomparably  better 
service  than  dispensaries  and  kindred  institutions.  The  Com- 
mittee's report  is  due  next  March,  and  I,  for  one,  believe  a 
change  in  our  existing  services  is  inevitable." 

Turning  to  the  ban  imposed  recently  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  on  the  use  of  hormones  in  animal  feeding 
stuffs  to  safeguard  the  Republic's  valuable  meat  exports,  the 
president  said  that  any  pharmacist  who  wished  to  sell 
hormones  for  specific  veterinary  purposes  should  seek  the 
advice  of  the  Department.  If  the  purpose  did  not  conflict 
with  official  policy  he  would  be  granted  a  licence. 

During  the  year  the  Clare  Pharmacists'  Association  had 
been  newly  set  up,  and  Council  members  were  convinced  of 
the  value  of  discussions  between  pharmacists  in  their  own 
territory,  where  they  might  solve  local  problems  and  debate 
subjects  of  national  pharmaceutical  importance.  The  presi- 
dent also  paid  tribute  to  the  ethical  approach  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical  and   Medical   Representatives'   Association  to 
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several  pharmaceutical  problems  and  to  the  Post-graduate 
Education  Committee  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  it 
had  organised  Pharmacy  Week.  He  expressed  sympathy  with 
the  relatives  of  Mr.  John  Sewell,  M.P.S.,  and  Dr.  Joseph 
Mulreany,  whose  tragic  deaths  in  road  accidents  had  shocked 
pharmaceutical  circles.  Members  stood  in  silent  tribute. 

Dealing  with  the  setting  up  of  Comhairle  na  Nimheanna 
(the  Poisons  Board),  Mr.  Loughman  said  they  were  gratified 
that  the  Minister  had  selected  Professor  Timoney,  Messrs. 
Corrigan,  Kennelly  and  Mulreany;  Professor  Cannon  (who 
was  closely  associated  with  the  College  of  Pharmacy)  and 
Mr.  Shane  O'Neill  (pharmacist  to  the  Department  of  Health) 
to  serve  on  it.  "  The  Comhairle  has  set  up  two  working 
committees,  one  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor 
Timoney  and  the  other  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
Corrigan,  and  I  think  it  is  a  great  tribute  to  pharmacy,  par- 
ticularly to  the  two  persons  named,  that  on  a  Committee 
of  sixteen,  representatives  mainly  of  the  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical professions,  two  representatives  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession  should  be  chosen  for  those  important 
posts." 

After  Mr.  C.  J.  Staunton  had  proposed  and  Mr.  Kiernan 
seconded  the  adoption  of  the  president's  report,  Mr.  J. 
O'Rourke  wanted  to  know  the  position  regarding  signs  and 
symbols  under  the  new  Pharmacy  Act.  Was  it  lawful  for 
a  body,  not  being  pharmaceutical  chemists,  to  circularise 
that  a  "  chemist's  stall  "  would  be  operating  at  a  sale  of 
work?  He  took  it  that  pharmaceutical  products  would  be 
sold  in  such  circumstances. 

He  hoped  that  Common  Market  participation  would  not 
mean  that  pharmacists  became  engaged  in  a  free-for-all,  but 
rather  that  they  would  take  their  place  in  a  community  of 
nations,  with  the  same  background,  rights  and  privileges 
and  duties  as  the  nationals  of  other  member  countries.  The 
idealism  behind  the  project  was  a  community  market,  aimed 
at  promoting  a  harmonious  development  and  closer  under- 
standing among  member  States. 

Professional  Ethics  Jointly  Considered 

The  President  said  that  questions  of  ethics  would  be  dis- 
cussed closely  by  representatives  of  the  various  professions 
before  anything  final  was  decided  upon.  The  professional 
bodies  had  already  met  the  Minister  as  a  group,  but  in- 
dividual meetings  would  soon  be  held.  As  pharmacists  they 
would  argue  from  their  own  particular  angle.  Pharmacists 
could  take  it  that  every  aspect  affecting  the  profession  would 
be  thoroughly  considered  before  any  final  decision  was 
taken.  "  We  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  Common  Market 
does  not  require  an  immediate  change.  There  will  be  a 
period  of  not  less  than  twelve  years  before  the  full  impact 
of  a  community  market  becomes  effective.  We  will  then  be 
fully  involved  in  the  freedom  of  trade  and  ethical  standards 
of  other  countries." 

Joining  in  the  welcome  accorded  to  Mr.  Waller  (Editor, 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist),  Mr.  M.  F.  Walshe,  Dublin, 
said  it  was  good  to  see  among  them  a  representative  of  an 
institution  older  than  themselves.  "  The  C.  &  D.  is  over  100 
years  old.  Long  may  it  continue  to  serve  Irish  pharmacy." 
Mr.  Walshe  also  welcomed  to  the  meeting  Sisters  of  the 
Medical  Missionaries  of  Mary.  Complimenting  Mr.  Lough- 
man on  his  address,  he  described  it  as  outstanding  and  said 
that  1962  had  been  "  a  year  of  decision  and  achievement  for 
Irish  pharmacy."  Though  the  Pharmacy  Act  had  not  met 
many  of  the  problems  of  employee  pharmacists,  they  all 
had  a  contribution  to  make  towards  the  betterment  of  the 
profession.  There  seemed  to  be  a  difference  between  the 
legal  and  the  professional  status  of  some  pharmacists. 
Legally,  the  pharmacist  had,  it  seemed,  no  status  if  he  did 
not  keep  open  shop.  Advocating  that  the  phrase  "  open 
shop"  should  be  got  rid  of,  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Michael 
Costello  that  the  term  "  retail "  should  be  replaced,  and 
suggested  that  "  general  pharmacist "  should  be  substituted. 
A  serious  situation  had  arisen  through  some  pharmacists 
dealing  in  restricted  products,  particularly  antibiotics,  and  it 
had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  medical  represen- 


tatives when  they  called  on  doctors.  Members  should  be 
asked  by  the  Council  to  use  their  discretion  in  such  matters 
as  tranquillisers.  Antibiotics  "  should  be  completely  out." 
Even  before  the  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  Poisons  Board 
he  hoped  that  the  Society  would  advise  members  on  the 
issue. 

Replying,  Mr.  Loughman  said  that  Comhairle  Na  Nim- 
heanna was  giving  close  attention  to  the  question  of  tran- 
quillisers and  antibiotics.

Onward  from  Galen 

I  found  myself  the  other  day  trying  to  visualise  myself  as 
a  pharmacy  student  of  the  future  and  wondering  whether 
the  mere  sight  of  some  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  syllabus 
would  not  frighten  me  (I  ought  perhaps  to  confess  that  I 
qualified  on  the  1914  B.P.)  into  some  altogether  simpler 
vocation.  Two  things  prompted  my  speculation.  One  was 
that  the  textbook  "  Physical  Pharmacy "  is  now  included 
among  the  books  recommended  to  pharmacy  students  at 
Chelsea,  and  I  have  had  a  copy  of  the  book  in  my  hands. 
The  other  was  that  I  attended  a  lecture  by  an  erudite  scien- 
tist who  was  introduced  as  "  almost  the  father  of  the  sub- 
ject," Professor  Takeru  Higuchi.  Professor  Higuchi  appeared 
to  apologise  for  having  achieved  such  fame  in  a  field  in 
which  the  first  steps,  at  all  events,  were  so  simple  he  could 
hardly  believe  he  was  the  first  to  tread  them.  Certainly  his 
first  slide,  the  chemical  formulae  of  six  monomers,  including 
carbon  tetrachloride  and  benzene,  seemed  innocent  enough. 
Soon,  however,  he  was  getting  on  to  mathematical  formulas 
one  of  which  I  was  still  trying  to  take  down,  just  for  the 
record,  when  the  slide  changed.  Here  it  is,  so  far  as  I  got

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Professional  Status  in  Ireland 

PHARMACY  WEEK  SYMPOSIUM  ON  PRESENT  TRENDS 


"  TODAY  we  have  reached  a  position 
where  almost  50  per  cent,  of  the  pub- 
lic's medical  requirements  is  supplied 
outside  the  1,300  pharmacies  widely 
scattered  throughout  Ireland,"  said  Mr. 
D.  J.  Kennelly  (president.  Pharmacy 
Week  Committee)  at  a  symposium  on 
"  The  Present  and  Future  Status  of  the 
Professions  in  Ireland."  on  October  8. 
Other  speakers  were  Dr.  M.  J.  Dyar, 
Professor  W.  R.  Kelly,  Ballsbridge,  and 
Senator  Professor  J.  C.  I.  Dooge.  Mr. 
Kennelly  continued :  "  Faced  with  this 
Gilbertian  situation  the  pharmacist  is 
unable  to  devote  his  total  time  in  the 
pursuit  of  his  profession.  He  is  com- 
pelled to  engage  in  trading  in  com- 
modities far  removed  from  pharmacy." 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  First  World 
War,  the  pharmacist  was  almost  com- 
pletely occupied  with  compounding 
medical  prescriptions.  His  advice  and 
help  were  continuously  sought,  resulting 
in  counter  prescribing  for  the  indi- 
viduals needs.  Then  came  the  advent 
of  the  "patent  "  medicines  era.  "This  has 
become  big  business  —  not  necessarily 
good  medicine,"  said  Mr.  Kennelly. 
Soon  the  pharmacist  was  not  even  con- 
sidered by  some  companies  as  a  neces- 
sary outlet.  Other  channels  were  found, 
and  today  a  situation  existed  whereby 
preparations,  many  with  little  or  no 
therapeutic  value,  were  sold  in  all  types 
of  stores — even  in  slot  machines.  They 
were  promoted  and  maintained  by 
costly  advertising,  not  always  because 
the  public  had  found  them  therapeutic- 
ally effective. 

After  the  Second  World  War,  Mr. 
Kennelly  continued,  the  pharmacist  was 
dealt  another  blow  by  the  State.  Under 
the  Welfare  State  more  and  more 
people  began  to  obtain  their  medical 
supplies  from  sources  other  than  phar- 
macies. "  Up  to  recently  most  of  the 
medicine  in  hospitals,  clinics  and  dis- 
pensaries was  compounded  or  supplied 
by  doctors,  nurses,  and  indeed  porters, 
but  rarely  by  pharmacists." 

To  make  it  economically  possible  for 
them  to  give  a  pharmaceutical  service  to 
the  public,  pharmacists  were  now  com- 
pelled to  engage  in  parapharmaceutical 
trading.  "  This  situation,  plus  the  un- 
equal conditions  a  chemist  has  to 
compete  with  in  general  trading,  makes 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  as  it  is  today 
in  Ireland  almost  ridiculous.  In  no 
country  in  the  civilised  world  do  such 
conditions  prevail." 

Mr.  Kennelly  believed  that  to  some 
degree  the  pharmacist  himself  was  to 
blame.  He  had  been  so  concerned  in 
providing  a  professional  service  that  he 
had  overlooked  the  economic  and  pro- 
fessional cost  to  himself.  "  What,  then, 
is  the  future  of  pharmacy?  "  he  asked. 
"  In  spite  of  what  I  have  already  said. 
I  believe  it  to  be  good."  The  chief 
reason  was  the  amazing  scientific  ad- 
vances in  recent  years.  The  academic 
field  of  pharmacy  was  so  vast  that  spe- 
cialisation was  necessary.  The  Council 
of  the  Society  had  anticipated  those 
advances,  and  as  a  result  entry  was  at 
present  through  the  B.Sc.(Pharm.)  de- 
gree. Bright  prospects,  he  said,  were 
today  in  sight  for  young  graduates  in 


pharmaceutical  research,  hospital  phar- 
macy and  public  appointments. 

The  future  of  the  1,300  pharmacies  in 
Ireland  was  not  so  clear,  however. 
Unless  they  were  entrusted  with  the 
complete  distribution  of  medicines,  then 
the  vital  services  which  they  had  given 
would  quickly  disappear.  The  alterna- 
tive must  be  the  dispensaries,  with  the 
"  completely  inadequate "  facilities 
which  they  provided.  That  form  of  dis- 
tribution had  to  concentrate  on  simply 
supplying  pre-fabricated  preparations 
(mainly  of  foreign  origin  and  generally 
expensive).  Even  wealthy  Britain,  he 
said,  could  not  pay  for  such  a  system. 

Because  of  the  very  high  standard  of 
European  pharmacists,  our  possible 
entry  into  the  Common  Market  cannot 
but  increase  our  professional  status,  and 
raise  many  interesting  points,"  said  Mr. 
Kennelly.  who  added  that  he  believed 
that  the  raising  of  professional  standards 
would  bring  financial  advancements  to 
the  pharmacist  "  to  a  reasonable 
degree.  The  real  gain,  however,  will 
be  that  the  pharmacist  would  again  be 
able  to  devote  his  entire  talents  within 
his  chosen  profession." 

Professor  Kelly  said  if  Ireland  en- 
tered the  E.E.C.  the  livestock  industry 
would  have  to  be  assisted  by  the  provi- 
sion of  an  effective  veterinary  service  in 
which  the  clinician  was  backed  up  by  a 
fully-integrated  regional  laboratory  ser- 
vice. 

Dr.  Dyar  said  that  pharmacists  were 
the  victims  of  the  present  dispensary 
system,  which  would  be  all  right  if  the 
dispensaries  employed  qualified  person- 
nel. He  did  not  v/ant  to  have  to  act  as 
an  unpaid  pharmacist.  The  answer  was 
to  subsidise  the  price  of  drugs  so  that 
people  could  afford  to  buy  them  from 
pharmacists. 

Asked  by  the  chairman  (Mr.  J. 
O'Donovan)  why  a  "Trades  Union  Con- 
gress" of  the  professions  appeared  to  be 
so  difficult  to  establish,  Dr.  Dyar  said 
he  thought  it  would  eventually  evolve. 
There  was  a  need  for  it.  Senator  Dooge 
thought  professional  people  had  been 
too  absorbed  with  their  own  problems 
and  had  begun  to  think  in  broader 
terms  only  recently.  He  believed  there 
would  be  a  development  in  the  coming 
twelve  months. 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  pharmacy  and 
medicine  had  been  much  tied  to  each 
other  and  pharmacists  had  been  very 
conscious  of  the  need  for  closer  liaison 
with  the  medical  profession.  Moves  had 
been  made  to  bring  that  about  on  a 
couple  of  occasions,  the  first  occasion 
arising  out  of  the  mother-and-child 
scheme,  but  once  the  "  scare  "  was  re- 
moved they  had  drifted  apart.  Years 
later  they  again  came  together  to  dis- 
cuss professional  interests.  Although  the 
pharmaceutical  side  had  done  every- 
thing possible  to  have  a  second  such 
meeting,  nothing  had  come  of  it. 

Mr.  P.  I.  Powfr  declared  that  "the 
answer  |"to  professional  unity]  is  so  ob- 
vious that  it  is  amazing  some  nroposi- 
tion  has  not  been  nut  forward  between 
the  professions."  The  veterinary  profes- 
sion had  accomplished  something  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions 


could  not.  Instead  of  being  in  direct 
competition,  its  members  were  being 
utilised  by  the  State. 

Professor  Kelly  explained  that 
situation  came  about  through  force  of 
circumstances.  The  bovine  tuberculosis 
eradication  scheme  had  come  into 
operation  in  1955,  and  three  years  later 
(the  British  Government  had  also  be- 
come concerned  about  eradication),  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  appreciated 
that  they  had  a  deadline  to  meet  in 
1963  and  had  found  that,  to  reach  it, 
they  had  had  to  rely  on  the  veterinary 
professison. 

British  President  at  Council 
Meeting 

Irish  Pharmacy  Week  was  honoured 
by  the  presence  of  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  (Miss  Mary  A.  Burr)  who  flew 
over  specially  from  London  to  attend 
the  banquet  on  the  night  of  October 
9.  She  was  greeted  on  arrival  by  Mr. 
M.  Costello  (a  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land) and  Mrs.  Costello,  and  was  driven 
to  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  where  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was 
just  concluding.  There,  she  was  intro- 
duced individually  to  each  member  of 
the  Council  by  the  outgoing  president 
(Mr.  Loughman). 

"  Our  only  regret  is  that  her  stay 
amongst  us  will  not  be  as  long  as  we 
would  have  liked."  Miss  Burr  said 
that  she  was  pleased  at  "  this  very 
surprising  and  delightful  greeting. 
I  bring  you  greetings  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain, 
and  I  would  like  to  congratulate  you 
on  Pharmacy  Week.  I  feel  that  the 
Week  must  do  a  great  deal  to  promote 
the  prestige  of  pharmacy."

Supply  of  Medicines  Through  Non-pharmacists 

HAS  THE  PENDULUM  SWUNG  TOO  FAR  ? 


INTRODUCING  at  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Federation  on  September 
29  a  memorandum  opening  a  discussion 
on  the  sale  of  medicines  otherwise  than 
in  pharmacies,  Mr.  Frank  Arnal, 
France,  said  that  publication  of  the 
memorandum  gave  it  no  official  status. 
He  spoke  of  the  difficulties  there  had 
been  in  gaining  material  for  the  report, 
owing  to  the  wide  differences  in  the 
laws  and  conditions  in  member  coun- 
tries. All,  however,  seemed  to  be  experi- 
encing difficulties  in  recruiting  workers 
and  attacks  by  social-security  organisa- 
tions anxious  to  do  away  with  the  phar- 
macist's diploma  and  organise  the  dis- 
tribution of  medicines  on  a  purely 
commercial  basis.  Trends  towards  phar- 
macomania  made  it,  however,  more 
than  ever  indispensable  that  all  medi- 
cines should  be  channelled  through  the 
pharmacists.  The  "  last  contact  with  the 
patient "  should  be  a  person  qualified 
to  make  the  medicine  and  to  give  in- 
formation. 

A  Task  for  the  Association 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said  that  one 
effect  on  public  health  and  habits  of 
the  growth  of  the  pharmaceutical  spe- 
ciality had  been  a  trend  towards  freer 
distribution  of  medicines. The  pendulum 
had  swung  too  far  in  that  direction,  and 
the  problem  for  pharmacists,  medical 
men  and  legislators  was  the  point  "  be- 
tween sodium  bicarbonate  and  thali- 
domide "  at  which  there  could  be  free 
distribution  and  beyond  which  there 
must  be  the  interposition  of  a  pharma- 
cist or  doctor. 

Dr.  W.  Apple  (secretary,  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association)  said  that  in 
the  United  States  the  distribution  of 
pharmaceuticals  had  changed  over  the 
years.  There  were  now  two  legally 
recognised  classes,  one  dispensed  only 
by  pharmacists,  the  other  distributed  by 
anyone.  In  a  third  category,  with  no 
legal  classification,  were  a  third  group 
of  "  over-the-counter  "  medicines,  which 
manufacturers  had  tried  to  distribute 
through  pharmacists  because  their  dis- 
tribution to  the  customer  required  a 
certain  amount  of  expert  explanation. 
That  intention  had  not  worked  out.  The 
products  had  filtered  into  all  retail 
businesses.  A  study  recently  carried  out 
in  America  had  shown  that  pharmacists 
were  not  assuming  their  obligations  in 
discussing  with  patients  or  doctors  the 
products  they  were  handing  out.  Thus 
they  were  undermining  the  basis  on 
which  their  continuing  monopoly  was 
justified.  The  task  of  his  Association 
and  similar  bodies  was  to  make  the 
pharmacist  recognise  that  he  must  pay 
attention  to  his  professional  obligations. 

Dr.  Hans  Meyer,  West  Germany, 
said  that  the  Commission  of  Retail 
Pharmacists  believed  that  it  went  with- 
out saying  that  the  sale  of  medicaments 
belonged  in  the  pharmacy.  But  perhaps 
that  aim  would  not  be  fully  achieved 
unless  good  proof  were  given  that  a 
monopoly  was  justified.  Members  should 
not  let  matters  end  with  the  Commis- 
sion's report  but  should  accumulate 


evidence  that  would  show  the  public 
the  need  to  keep  medicines  in  pharma- 
cists' hands.  At  present  every  outside 
body  believed  it  could  sell  medicines 
just  like  any  other  commodity.  In  Ger- 
many since  1961  a  statute  governing  the 
sale  of  medicines  had  not  notably  re- 
strained industry,  but  more  recently 
Parliament  had  enacted  two  laws  giving 
greater  restriction  and  restraint.  He 
hoped  that,  in  Germany,  medicines 
would  never  be  sold  through  vending 
machines,  as  he  understood  was  pos- 
sible in  "  lax  "  Britain. 

Evidence  of  Duties  Done 

Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (registrar,  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain)  said 
Dr.  Meyer  need  not  have  spoken  so 
guardedly  in  criticising  Britain,  where 
practice  was  such  that  he  could  only 
regret  that  the  Americans,  in  throwing 
out  the  English,  had  not  thrown  out 
their  pharmaceutical  system.  If  accidents 
happened  from  the  supply  of  drugs 
through  pharmacists,  how  much  worse 
that  situation  would  be  under  unrestric- 
ted distribution.  The  need  was  to  accu- 
mulate and  put  forward  more  evidence 
of  pharmacists'  duties  conscientiously 
carried  out  and  responsibilities  shoul- 
dered. Mr.  Adams  cited  action  taken  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  to  advise  its  members,  at  a  time 
when  tranquilliser  drugs  were  subject  to 
no  control,  not  to  issue  them  to  mem- 
bers of  the  public  except  on  medical 
prescription,  and  how  that  advice  had 
been  followed  by  a  change  in  the  law. 
He  described  also  an  incident  in  which 
a  customer,  refused  supply  of  a  drug  by 
a  pharmacist  who  recognised  that  what 
the  customer  really  needed  was  medical 
attention,  had  returned  triumphantly 
with  a  bottle  of  the  product  obtained 
through  a  non-pharmacist,  only  to  be 
subsequently  hospitalised  with  pneu- 
monia and  to  return  and  thank  the 
pharmacist  for  his  responsible  and  self- 
denying  advice.  The  "  C.F."  hearing  in 
Britain,  which  Mr.  Adams  explained  to 
his  overseas  colleagues,  had  shown  the 
importance  of  pharmacists'  really  ex- 
amining their  conduct.  They  should 
collect  evidence  of  the  kind  he  had  sug- 
gested and  might  find  that  some  ex- 
amples did  not  bear  out  their  claims. 
That  should  stimulate  them  to  think 
more  carefully  of  their  obligations. 

A  Viennese  pharmacist  said  that,  with 
minor  exceptions,  all  dispensing  in  Aus- 
tria was  confined  to  pharmacies.  He 
thought  the  pharmaceutical  qualification 
should  be  seen  by  the  public  to  be  of 
immediate  benefit  to  them,  as  by  carry- 
ing out  the  dispensing  in  the  sight  of 
the  customer,  and  by  the  pharmacist 
himself. 

The  president  of  the  Philippine  Phar- 
maceutical Association  said  that  the  law 
in  his  country  unfortunately  permitted 
pharmacies  to  be  owned  by  non-phar- 
macists employing  pharmacists,  and  phy- 
sicians dispensed  and  kept  large  stocks 
of  drugs.  He  hoped  that  the  legislature 
would  be  influenced  by  some  of  the 
points  brought  out  in  the  discussion 


that  afternoon,  which  he  intended  to 
bring  to  their  notice. 

Mr.  A.  Aldington,  Great  Britain, 
said  he  was  disturbed  at  the  increase  in 
self-medication  in  Britain,  encouraged 
by  advertising,  especially  television  ad- 
vertising. 

Mr.  L.-A.  Fryklof,  Sweden,  said  that 
in  order  to  claim  to  be  the  sole  sup- 
pliers of  medicines  and  drugs  pharma- 
cists must  both  adapt  themselves  to  the 
social  scene  and  must  have  the  econ- 
omic resources  to  meet  the  resulting 
demands.  Any  investigation  showed  that, 
as  individuals,  pharmacists  had  not 
those  resources.  In  Sweden  they  had 
met  the  problem  by  co-operating  with 
one  another  in  their  products  and  in 
research  and  laboratory  facilities.  In 
that  way  they  had  kept  within  phar- 
macy the  trade  in  medicines. 

Mr.  B.  Brus,  Belgium,  said  that, 
although  pharmacies  in  Belgium  had  a 
monopoly  of  the  sale  of  medicines, 
there  was  nevertheless  a  tendency  for 
the  manufacturers  to  promote  self- 
medication.  Anyone  could  open  a  phar- 
macy provided  he  employed  a  pharma- 
cist, and  many  commercial  companies 
had  been  acquiring  pharmacies.  Belgian 
pharmacists  had  met  the  challenge  by 
setting  up  their  own  control  laboratory. 
As  a  result,  Belgian  pharmacists  could 
offer  their  customers  good  medicinal 
products,  and  the  manufacturers  re- 
garded the  work  as  putting  a  brake  on 
self-medication  and  had  shown  oppo- 
sition to  it. 

Mr.  Frank  Arnal  gave  a  brief  sum- 
ming up  and  brought  the  discussion  to 
a  close. 

Federation  Information 

During  the  closing  session  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Federation  made  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  Bureau  was  pro- 
posing to  negotiate  a  "  marriage  "  with 
the  organisation  CICOTEPHAR  (Cen- 
tre de  Coordination  Technique  Pharma- 
ceutique)  which  had  been  doing  valu- 
able work  in  helping  pharmacists  with 
information  about  specialities,  new 
techniques  and  literature.  The  Assembly 
approved  a  proposal  to  form  a  sub- 
commission  to  draw  up  a  constitution 
for  that  organisation,  which  it  was 
suggested  should  be  under  the  general 
control  of  the  commission  for  general 
practice  of  pharmacy. 

A  formal  presentation  was  made  to 
the  Federation  of  two  congratulatory 
parchments  and  a  plaque  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Philippines  Pharmaceutical 
Association  on  behalf  of  his  members 
in  recognition  that  the  Vienna  meeting 
represented  the  Federation's  lubilee. 

Thanks  to  Austrian  pharmacists  re- 
sponsible for  the  detailed  work  of 
organising  the  Congress  were  conveyed 
formally  from  the  platform  by  Mr. 
Don  Francke,  U.S.A.,  and  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead,  as  president,  handed  over  to 
Mr.  Petrus,  as  memento,  a  specially 
made  Leiden  delft  drug  jar  of  special 
design  bearing  traditional  pharmaceuti- 
cal decorations. 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.  Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  October  17:  The  market  for  Crude  Drugs  was  dull  and  almost 
featureless  again  during  the  week. 


Brazilian  Menthol  prices  were  lower 
both  on  the  spot  and  for  shipment.  The 
new  crop  Valerian  root  from  Holland 
was  being  quoted  at  205s.  6d.  per  cwt., 
c.i.f.,  which  showed  a  considerable  rise 
over  previous  season's  value  (173s.). 
The  best  grades  of  Benzoin  were  re- 
ported dearer  for  shipment  but  spot 
holders  were  apparently  ignoring  the 
position  at  origin  since  demand  remains 
quiet.  Cherry  bark  was  marked  up  by 
about  twopence  per  lb.  Beeswax  and 
Carnauba  wax  were  dearer.  There  was 
no  change  in  either  the  supply  position 
or  price  of  the  various  Senna  pods  or 
leaves.  A  report  from  Tuticorin  told 
of  heavy  rains  in  the  senna-growing 
centres  and  because  of  the  scarcity  of 
pods  this  season  some  shippers  may  not 
be  able  to  fulfil  their  contracts.  Ship-

UNITED  STATES  REPORT 

New  York,  October  16:  Glycerin 
prices  were  unsettled  following  last 
week's  fall  of  2\  cents  per  lb.  for  the 
99  per  cent,  grade.  Brazilian  Menthol 
dipped  15  cents  to  $4-25  lb.  with  de- 
mand low  and  supplies  rather  heavy. 
Hungarian  Chamomile  was  in  tight 
supply  and  firmed  10  cents  to  $1-40  per 
lb.  Ergot  advanced  15  cents  to  $1-85 
lb.  Lobelia  herb  at  85  cents  and  Bour- 
bon Vanilla  at  $7-90  per  lb.  were  both 
down  10  cents.  Lavandin  moved  up  15 
cents  to  $1-85  per  lb.  Native  Cananga 
at  $4-75  eased  25  cents  per  lb.  Also 
lower  among  Essential  Oils  were 
Nutmeg,  down  25  cents,  and  Algerian 
Geranium,  down  50  cents. 
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Decimal  Coinage 

PROS  AND  CONS  OF  THE  VARIOUS  SYSTEMS 


THE  main  difficulty  in  changing  over  to 
decimal  coinage  in  Britain  for  the  retail 
trade  was  that  of  replacement  of  mach- 
ines and  compensation,  said  Dr.  A.  H. 
Hughes  (chairman,  metric  committee, 
British  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science)  at  a  conference  organ- 
ised by  the  Chartered  Institute  of  Sec- 
retaries and  held  in  London  on  Octo- 
ber 12.  Dr.  Hughes  said  that  many  cash 
registers  were  very  old  but  still  adequate 
for  the  present  system.  They  could  not, 
however,  be  safely  converted. 

Examining  the  various  systems  now 
being  discussed,  he  said  all  the  main 
systems  were  workable  and  that  many 
of  the  problems,  like  the  old  cash  regis- 
ters, were  transitional.  It  was  impossible 
to  retain  the  £,  shilling  and  penny,  all 
three.  If  the  £  was  kept  as  the  major 
unit  and  divided  into  cents  the  minor 
unit  would  equal  2-4d. — too  high  for 
the  present;  if  the  £  was  divided  in  mils 
the  minor  unit  would  be  less  than  id. 
Therefore  the  £/ cent /fraction  was 
evolved;  £/cent/£  cent/i  cent,  with  a 
smallest  coin  of  value  0-6d.  Another 
variant  was  the  £/cent/one-fifth  cent, 
which  was  intended  to  avoid  having  a 
mil  coin.  Associability  of  values  was 
poor:  the  2s.  6d.  and  threepenny-bit 
would  have  no  place,  the  cent  being 
about  2jd.,  while  the  florin  became  a 
10  cent  piece.  6s.  6d.  old  style  became 
£0-325  or  32y  cents,  and  change  from  a 
£  for  6s.  6d.  became  £0-675  or  671 
cents.  That,  incidentally,  showed  up  the 
weakness  of  the  £/mil,  which  involved 
three  decimal  places,  and  rather  in- 
volved subtractions.  As  smallest  unit 
the  £/mil  excluded  itself,  as  did  the 
£/cent,  so  the  £/ cent /fraction  was  the 
only  one  left  in  that  group.  Inflationary 
tendency  only  occurred  at  the  lower 
values  and  involved  a  2  per  cent,  infla- 
tion in  the  "penny-bun  "  type  of  trans- 
action. The  most  serious  aspect  was  that 
of  wage  rates,  but,  as  with  postal  rates, 
or  transport  stages,  they  were  not  in- 
superable problems. 

The  lOs./cent  System 

The  attraction  of  the  10s. /cent  system 
was  that,  by  retaining  the  popular 
"  bob "  as  an  intermediate  unit,  and 
involving  simply  a  revalued  "  new 
penny  "  or  cent  at  10  to  the  shilling,  it 
was  easy  to  understand  and  had  easy 
associability  of  values,  e.g.  6s.  6d.  be- 
came 6-5s.  or  65  cents; 

If  a  coin  of  approximately  halfpenny 
value  was  necessary,  then  a  J  cent  coin 
would  be  needed.  The  inflation  would 
be  similar  to  that  on  the  £/cent  or 
£/mil  systems.  The  machine  aspects 
were  more  favourable  than  for  the 
£/cent  or  £/mil  systems  and  so  was  the 
actual  coinage,  for  the  half-crown  and 
threepenny-bit  could  be  kept  as  25-cent 
and.  2|-cent  coins. 

If  a  system  was  adopted  which  re- 
tained the  £,  it  would  have  two  great 
merits :  "  It  would  be  forward-looking 
and  probably  more  suited  to  our  needs 
in  the  21st  century,  if  inflation  goes  on;

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CHOLESTEROL-REDUCING  DIETS 


IMPORTANCE  OF 


COD  LIVER  OIL 


Various  medical  studies  suggest  that  a  high  blood  cholesterol  level  pre-disposes  to 
attacks  of  coronary  thrombosis  and  to  angina  pectoris.  Thus  middle-aged  men  (and 
older  men  and  women)  are  now  often  advised  to  alter  their  diets  in  order  to  bring 
about  a  reduction  of  the  blood  cholesterol  level.  The  same  precaution  is  sometimes 
recommended  for  younger  men  also. 

In  general,  the  cholesterol  level  is  lowered  by  the  poly-unsaturated  oils  found  in  fish 
and  in  some  vegetable  seeds;  and  it  is  raised  by  the  saturated  fats  in  dairy  products 
and  most  fatty  meats.  Two  other  facts  to  remember  when  working  out  a  suitable  diet 
are  :  first,  that,  in  any  case  we  in  this  country  eat  too  much  fat ;  second,  that  any  surplus 
carbohydrate  we  eat  simply  forms  fat  in  the  body. 
In  practice,  therefore,  a  cholesterol-reducing  diet  means : 

1.  Cut  out  or  reduce  consumption  of:  puddings,  pastry,  heavy  cakes,  biscuits,  white 
bread,  chocolates,  toffee,  ice  cream,  thick  soups.  Instead  recommend  plenty  of:  fruit  and 
vegetables,  and  fruit  juices  (but  potatoes  in  moderation  only),  wholemeal  bread.  And  in 
moderation — sugar,  jam,  honey,  and  marmalade. 

2.  Cut  out  or  reduce  consumption  of:  bacon,  ham,  pork,  lamb,  mutton,  sausages, 
tongue,  eggs,  cream,  and  ordinary  cheese.  Instead  suggest  plenty  of:  fish,  liver,  kidney, 
and  cottage  cheese.  And  in  moderation — veal,  lean  beef,  and  poultry. 

3.  Reduce  consumption  of:  butter,  margarine,  lard,  dripping,  shortening;  and  of  fresh 
milk.  Instead  include  2  tablespoonfuls  of  cod  liver  oil  each  day.  (This  reduces  the  plasma 
cholesterol  more  than  the  same  amount  of  corn  oil.) 

You  may  advise  a  vegetable  oil  for  cooking — corn  or  maize  oil,  soya  bean  oil,  sun- 
flower seed  oil.  {Not  olive  oil.) 

The  advantages  and  the  practical  aspects  of  cholesterol-lowering  diets  are  considered 
in  detail  in  a  recent  statement  by  the  Council  on  Foods  and  Nutrition  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  {J.  Amer.  med.  Ass.,  1962,  181,  411).
